SUPPLEMENT No. 1. 

The following is all the intbrmatioD which has been received since the 
publication of (H. O. 73) Sailing Directions for the Coast of Kew- 
foandland and Labrador and affecting same : 

Uniform System of Buoyage. — The following uniform system of p. 5. 
buoyage is generally adopted in the ports and channels : 

Approaching from seaward all buoys on the starboard side of a channel 
are painted redj and if numbered, marked with even numbers, and should 
be left on the starboard hand. 

Approaching from seaward all buoys on the port side of a channel are 
painted blacky with odd numbers if any, and should be left on the port 
hand.^ 

Buoys painted red and black in horizontal bands mark obstructions or 
middle grounds, and may be left on either hand. 

Buoys painted ichite and black in vertical stripes mark mid-channel, 
and should be ])assed close to, to avoid danger. 

All other distinguishing marks to buoys are in addition to the fore- 
going, and indicate particular spots, a detailed description of which is 
given when the mark is first established. 

Perches with balls, cages, &c., will, when placed on buoys, be at turn- 
ing points, the color and number indicating on which hand they.should 
be left. 

The rule for coloring buoys is equally applicable to beacons and other 
day-marks, so. far as it may be practicable to carry it out. 

Weather u^dications. — Information regarding the ice, wind, tem- p. 5 
l)erature, and weather indications can be obtained at the CapeRay signal to 13, 
station durtug the months of April and May. 

Fishing vessels. — About 300 United States fishing vessels visit the p. 6. 
coast of Newfoundland annually. 

Vessels of War. — During the fishing season both England and p, 6. 
France keep squadrons of small vessels on the coast and banks to pro- 
tect the interests of their respective countries. 

Agriculture. — The Agricultural capabilities are considerable. Wheat 
grows in some places, barley and oats everywhere. The climate is well 
adapted tb sheep raising. All garden vegetables are good and plenti- 
ful. There appears no reason why Newfoundland should not become 
populous.

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6 GENERAL REMARKS. 

p. 7. Temperatnre. — The temperatare is not subject to such great changes 
as on the neighboring continent, the winters being milder and summers 
cooler. Average yearly temperature 38o.3. 'UJ&' 

p. 11. Ice. — Between January and June, and sometimes as late as August, 
the harbor mouths are frequently so blocked by ice as to make entering 
difficult if not impossible. 

p. 19. South coast. — Supplies of meat and vegetables may be obtained at 
many places, and water nearly everywhere on the coast close to the 
anchorages.

p. 21. Trepassey harbor has telegraphic communication with St. Johns. 

p. 124. St Pierre— Miquelon islands.— The Governor of the French 
islands has his residence here; it is also the headquarters for the 
French Newfoundland naval squadron ; salutes will be returned. The 
United States is represented by a Consular agent. Trade between 
these islands and the United States is principally from Boston, and 
consists of breadstuffs, cordage, &c. Duties are light and man^ arti- 
cles free, such as live stock, salt for curing fish, eatables, &c. Imports 
of groceries, clothing, hardware, fishing utensils, articles for repairing 
vessels, &c., are mostly from France. The tax on vessels seeking 
bait is very high and causes most of them to procure it elsewhere. 
Harbor dues 20 to 60 cents per ton, according to size. Population 
4,000 to 6,01)0 souls, 2,000 of whom are engaged in fishing. The Boifton, 
Halifax and Prince Edwards S. @. Go.'s steamers bring the mail twice 
a month. The Anglo-American Telegraph Cable Co. have an office 
here. • 

Supplies. — Facilities for procuring water, provisions, and fuel are fair. 
Anthracite at $6.50 and Cape Breton at $4,00 per ton, delivered along- 
side, may be obtained in moderate quantities. Water cp$t^ 8 cents per 
hogshead, and is delivered alongside in casks, which must be cleared by 
the crew. Provisions cost about the same as in Kew York. 

Bills of exchange for thirty days on New York and London can be 
negotiated, but it would be very difficult if not impossible to get any 
hirge amount of cash. English and United States moneys are current. 
The French and English systems of weights, &c., are both used. 

Hospitals. — There is one good hospital in fair repair and with ca- 
pacity for 70 beds. Besides oec civil doctor and five sisters of charity; 
a sufficent medical staff is drawn from the French navy. 

Before a patient can enter a permit must be obtained from the Gov- 
ernor or Commandant. 

The Lazaretto is isolated on the Isle aux Chi^ns. The sanitary con- 
ditions are tolerable.

Military force is composed of 3 sons officers and 18 men of the 
colonial gendarmerie j 1 artillery officer and two artillery men ; 2 offi- 
cers, 11 sous officers, and about 77 men, the last sent here for various 
military offenses. 

Pilots. — There are a few licensed pilots, whose boats are painted red p. 125. 
and blue and fly a blue flag. The Captain of the port or one of his 
assistants directs vessels where to anchor. Pilot charges are as follows :

Outward bound, the pilot regulations require for all vessels the same 
rates reversed. Every change of anchorage gives the pilot ten francs 
unless he has made a mistake or violated the harbor regulations. 

Fortune head is a bold headland, but when abeam is not proniineut. p. 130. 

Cape G-rand bank appears from the northward and eastward as a 
flat-topped conical-shaped hill, which in thick weather is a good laud- 
mark.

p. 135. Belloram or Bande de TArier makes a very good harbor of refuge 
during bad weather. Small quantities of wood maybe procured, and in 
December and January American fishermen resort here to purchase 
herring. 

p. 136. St. Jaques harbor has a wet dock for small vessels and is resorted 
to by American fishermen for bait. Plenty of water and a little wood 
may be procured, but no provisions. 

p. 137. Harbor Briton has about 400 souls, mostly employed by one large 
fish packing firm. There is a telegraph station here, but mails are 
irregular. For large ships the anchorage is bad, being confined and 
rocky. Northwest winds draw through the funnel-shaped hills with 
great violence and cause vessels to drag. 

p. 138. Jer8e3rinan harbor — Caution. — ^The shoal at entrance is reported 
to have on it 2 fathoms instead of 3^ fathoms water. 

p. 140. Caution.-7-Before entering Gaultois harbor, bring the light on the 
west side of entrance to bear K. 15^ E., so as to clear a sunken rock 
about 100 yards 8. 26^ W. from the light. 

p. 187. West coast^Supplies. — Nothing but fish can bfle procured on the 
Forth, East, and West coasts. 

p. 218. Indian cove. — Small vessels seldom anchor in Indian cove on ac- 
count of the severe squalls and heavy sea experienced there with south- 
east winds. 

p. 221. Portland creek— Anchorage. — With winds off the land the anchor- 
age at the entrance of this creek is apparently good. The bottom is 
soft and the soundings decrease gradually to the shore. ■ f'^'

p. 232. Brig bay — Beacon. — The beacon erected on Entrance island con- 
sists of a pile of stones surmounted by a pole. 

Old Ferrole island.~Beacon. — The beacon erected on the west 
mound (52 feet) of Old F^roUe island consists of a pile of stones sur- 
mounted by a pole. 

p. 234. Current island — Beacon. — The beacon erected on the west mound 
of Current island consists of a pile of stones surmounted by a pole. 

p. 237. Flower cove is not readily. recognized, there being nearly as many 
houses in Nameless cove and on inner Seal island. The court-house is 
situated on the highest part of Capstan point, and is a large square 
house of much darker color than any of the others. 
The tides set strongly over Flower ledges.

Fistolet bay — Caution. — The local pilots state that a constant cur- p. 240. 
rent sets out of Milan arm in a westerly direction, supposed to be caused 
by the number of fresh-water streams pouring into the arm. When 
leaving the anchorage, therefore, care must be taken that the ship be 
not set by it to the westward towards the shoals extending from Triangle 
point. 

Hare bay — Northern arm— Anchorage.— Good anchorage in a p. 257. 
depth of 8J fathoms will be found at the head of ISTorthern arm, about 
a quarter of a mile off a small river on the eastern shore, with Hare 
island seen just open of the mainland. 

Cape Rouge harbor — Beacons.-^The additional beacons erected p. 2G9. 
in cape Rouge harbor to point out the Souris or Champ-paga shoal are 
upon point Dosde Cheval; the outer beacon consists of a cross near the 
water-line;, the inner one is a pyramid, situated higher up; when in 
line they lead over the shoal. 



Canada bay — Chimney bay — Anchorage. — There is good anchor- p. 273. 
age at the head of Chimney bay, but it requires to be approached 
with caution. When proceeding up in mid-channel, and being abreast 
Weymouth point, which has a pole on it, it is recommended to steer 
towards the island situated northward of that point, to avoid Tenedos 
rock, in the position a ship would be likely to anchor; it is small and 
has from 4 to 5 fathoms close around. 

Ghreat Cat arm-— Anchorage. — This anchorage is reported to be one p. 276. 
of the few good anchorages in White bay ; the basin at the head is 
completely landlocked, and has a bottom of sand and mud. 

Abreast the rocky islet off the north shore the depth is 7 fathoms; 
at 1400 yards from the point of the last bend the depth is 12 fathoms, 
increasing to 20 fathoms abreast the point. 

There are two waterfalls at the head of the arm, causing a stream to 
set out at about the rate of one knot per hour. 

Tilt cove — Fuel. — Welsh coal can be bought here from the mining p. 287. 
company for about $6.00 per ton, but in no greater quantity than 200 
tons, and sometimes not so much. Vessels drawing less than 18 feet 
can coal alongside the wharf at the rate of 200 tons a days. In the 
stream facilities for delivering aboard are uncertain. 

Three Arms, respectively named Western, Middle, and Southern p. 304. 
arms, are comprised between Green Bay island and Little Bay head. 

The Brandies are a group of rocks, the highest of which dries 3 feet 
at low water.

Western arm affords anchorage in several of the coves which indent 
its shores. 



harbor, a shallow indentation on the north shore, is suitable 
for small vessels only, no greater depth than 9 feet being found in the 
entrance at low water. Two rocks lie near the head, the western of 
which dries, at low water. 

Harry harbor rock, with one foot of water on it, lies south of the 
entrance, and may be avoided by keeping the south extreme of the pro- 
montory dividing Western arm from Green bay open south of the pen- 
insula forming Harry li arbor, and bearing N. 59^ E. 

No natural marks could be found to lead into this harbor. Vessels 
wishing to enter should therefore buoy the rock beforehand. 

A ledge extends 200 yards from the south entrance point of Windsor 
cove, a small bight with a shingle beach on the north shore, and a rock, 
awash at low water, is situated in the apparent mid-channel of Western 
arnr. The summit of the apparently most distant hill gn the south 
shore of the arm well open north of DoUond arm head, and bearing 
S. 50O 37' W., leads north of this rock. 

A rock which uncovers 3 feet at low water lies nearly in the middle 
of the arm, west of the narrows; a rock one foot above high water is 
situated N. 56^ 15' E., a little more than 200 yards from Windsor point, 
a small projection from the middle of the north shore of the inner part 
of the arm, and a rock which dries at low water lies off it. 

Anchorage may be obtained in depths of 20 fathoms or less, as con- 
venient, to the westward of the rock which dries in the middle of the arm. 

Dollond arm, a shallow indentation, is to the eastward of Dollond 
arm head, around wooded hill 323 feet high, forming the south side of 
the narrows. Small crafts will find anchorage off the entrance to this 
arm in 15 fathoms of water. 

Welsh cove is a secure anchorage on the south side of Western 
arm, but the entrance is only 220 yards wide, and the available passage 
is still further narrowed by a rock with 11 feet of water on it, about 90 
yards distant, in a N NE. direction from the west entrance point, and 
by shoal water, extending a short distance from the east point. 

There is no danger within the cove, and good anchorage may be 
obtained by vessels of moderate length in 12 fathoms; mud. 

Vessels wishing to enter should first place a buoy on the rock off 
the west entrance point, and may then be steered close northeastward 
of the buoy, to the anchorage. 

A copper mine has been opened near Welsh cove. The shaft is close 
to the shore, and the dwelling-house of the manager, a conspicuous 
wooden building, is situated northward of the shaft.

The shore is foul for 180 yards distant from the high-water line from 
Welsh cove, northward, to the next prominent point, but anchorage 
may be obtained westward of the mine, in 15 fathoms; mud. 

Rocks extend 190 yards northward of the sharp turning point north 
of Welsh cove, the northernmost having 2 feet of water on it. 

Middle arm is sheltered by Hennessy and Three-arms islands, 
and is accessible on either side of these islands. It is over a mile long, 
360 yards broad, and affords excellent anchorage in 15 to 11 fathoms; 
mud. There is no danger in the arm, except a sunken bowlder, about 
200 yards distant from the head and 50 yards distant from the south 
shore.* On the north shore, about half-way to the head, are a conspicu- 
ous stage and a few houses. 

Hennessy island, 205 feet high, is formed of masses of rock^ 
wooded at the summits, and joined by beaches of shingle. It may be 
distinguished further by the square pillars of rock at each of the promi. 
nent points. Sunken rocks extend a distance of 200 yards from the 
south-west extreme. 

Three-anus island, about 150 feet high, is separated by a channel 
150 yards wide from tbe southwest extreme of Hennessy island. This 
island is covered with wood, except round the few houses situated on 
the northwest side. A shoal bank, with a rock, which dries at low 
water, and several sunken bowlders on it, extends from the coast line 
below the houses. 

Old Billy, a dangerous rock, with 3 feet of water on it, lies off the 
east extreme of Three Arms island, and a shoal, with 12 feet of water 
over it, lies off the south side of the entrance to Middle arm. 

The best passage is south of Hennessy and Three Arms islands. 

Bring the stage on the north shore of Middle arm just open south of 

Three Arms island, bearing S. 64^ 41' W. Keep this mark on until the 

extremes of Hennessy and Three Arms islands are closed, when Old 

Billy will be passed, and mid-channel may be taken to the anchorage. 

To pass between Hennessy and Three Arms islands, keep a third of the 

distance across from the latter. The passage northwest of the islands 

should be used with accurate local knowledge only, as the north shore 

requires to be kept close aboard.

Southern arm extends in nearly a straight line 4J miles, to the head, 

with an even breadth of ^ of a mile. ^ 

Two islands lie in the middle of the arm, leaving a passage 150 yards 

wide with a depth of 4 fathoms in it, between them and the north shore. 

Rocks and shoals extend northward of these islands, and the north 

shore should be kept close to in taking this passage.

The head of Southern arm is shoal westward qf Little island, which 
is 22 feet high and has a few trees on it, and the southern shore is foul 
as far east as a small islet 2 feet high, which is joined to the shore at 
low water. 

Rocks, with three feet of water on them, lie 150 yards from the shore 
of Langdowm cove, the first conspicuous beach on the north shore west- 
ward of Big island. Blowme-down, open south of Dick head, leads 
close south of these rocks. 

Blo'vtr-xne-do'wn is a remarkable ridge, 911 feet high, situated about 
a mile southwestward of the head of Southern arm. When seen from 
the northeastward it presents the appearance of a sharp cone, but the 
summit is flat when seen from a northwest and southeast direction. 

Whale's back is separated from the west side of Blow me-down by 
a small valley, and is a flat bare ridge, the summit of which is 825 feet 
above high water. A mine is being opened on this ridge. 

The Sugar loaves are two remarkable cones, westward of Blow-me- 
down. . . 

Shoal arm is entered through a channel about 55 yards wide, which 
has a depth of 13 feet of water. There are no dangers in this arm, 
except a rock with 8 feet of water on it, situated 100 yards distant from 
the middle of the southeastern shore. 

Big island should be neared when passing the shoal which extends 
from the north entrance point of Shoal arm. 

Little bay head falls in steep cliffs, at the end of the slope from a 
conspicuous conical hill 657 feet high, and terminates in a small islet. 
The line of cliff continues to Wild bight, with one small indentation, 
known as Morris cove, into which a stream discharges. 

Wild bight affords anchorage for small vessels, with shelter from 
northerly and westerly winds, but the holding ground is not good. 
With light easterly winds a swell sets in, and when that wind is high 
the whole of the bight appears a mass of breakers. Icebergs frequently 
drift in here during the months of June, July, and August, after , 
the pack-icci^as left Notre-Dame bay. The north and west shores are 
foul for 150 yards distant. 

Red island rock is of a reddish-grey color, and lies off Bed island, 
the termination of a peninsula forming the south shore of Wild bight. 
A shoal extends 200 yards northwestward of this peninsula, and a rock, 
which uncovers, lies close southwest of Bed island rock.

Indian bight— The north shore of the approach to Indian bight is 
bordered by a bank of shingle which extends 200 yards distant from 
the shore to a depth of 3 fathoms, and the south entrance point has 
sanken rocks extending to the northward for the distance of 200 yards. 

Dog stones are two rocks, awash at high water, surrounded by 
shoals, and occupying altogether a space about 400 yards long. They 
are situated in the middle of Indian bight, 400 yards distant from the 
head. There is a narrow passage between the shoal water extending 
from them and that off the north shore, but the best passage is south 
of Dog stones, and is 150 yards wide. 

Anchorage, with shelter from off-shore winds only, may be had by 
one or two ^mall vessels off the wharf, but a heavy sea rolls in with 
easterly winds. 

. Copper mine. — In the valley between two hills, on the south side, 
is situated one of the mosf valuable copper mines in Newfoundland. A 
tramway extends from the mine to a wharf in Little bay, and there is a 
road to the settlement at the head of Indian bight. A white wooden 
church, with a spire, has been erected at the southwest end of the 
dwelliug houses, and a wharf projects from the center of the beach, 
alongside which there is a depth of about 16 feet at low water. 

A small rock, which dries 3 feet at low water, lies close northeast of 
the wharf, but the local steam- vessels pass between them. A pole sur- 
mounted bv a white disc marks this rock. 

A telegraph office is established here, in connection with the Anglo- 
American Telegraph Company. 

Water may be obtained readily from a stream flowing into Shimmy 
6ove, which lies immediately eastward of Indian bight. 

Little bay is situated southeastward of Indian bight, the dividing 
point being a small bluff, which is steep-to. 

Otter island, at the entrance to Little bay, forms two passages to it. 
That west of the island is nearly barred by rocks, but there is a narrow 
channel, with a depth of 13 feet in it at low water. The channel south- 
east of Otter island, though only GO yards wide, has not less than 11 
fathoms in mid-channel. 

Otter island is surmounted by a conspicuous t^ee, 352 feet above high 
water, which rises above densely wooded hills. 

A rock, with 13 feet of water on it, lies 150 yards distant from the 
northeast shore of Otter island. 

The wharf is situated immediately southward of the western entrance, 
on the north shore of Little bay, and vessels drawing 24 feet of water 
may be loaded alongside, or may find temporary anchorage off' it in 22 
fathoms. ♦

Supplies. — Provisions and coal, in small quantities, can generally 
be obtained here. 

Shoal arm is entered through a channel 60 yards wide, in which is 
a depth of 7 feet at low water. 

Little bay decreases in width to 200 yards at a mile from the head, 
and the available channel is still further narrowed to 100 yards by a 
shoal extending from the south shore. Anchorage may be had in 
Northeast or Southeast bottom. 

Shoal harbor, on the south shore, may be distinguished by two low 
islets forming the west side of the' entrance, and has a depth of 6 feet of 
water only in the entrance. A rock, which uncovers^ lies in the middle, 
and other rocks lie close east of the entrance. A mine has been opened 
here. 

A shoal, with 3f fathoms of water over it, is situated N. 87° 11' W., 
distant 100 yards from the northern island. The summit of the round- 
topped hill, north of Northeast bottom, open north of the south shore, 
and bearing S. 59^ a W., leads northwest of this shoal. 

Shellbird bight, to the eastward of Shoal arm, is sheltered by Shell- 
bird island, a wooded cone 277 feet high. 

Anchorage may be obtained by small vessels entering from the west- 
ward. A bar with only 16 feet of water connects the southeast extreme 
of the island with the mainland. 

Little Shellbird bight is the first deep bend on the south shore of 
Little bay. The western approach is barred by a shoal connecting the 
\\est entrance point with Grassy islet and Little Shellbird island, and 
a shoal with 15 feet of water over it, extends 150 yards from the south- 
east extreme of Little Shellbird island, leaving a passage of that breadth 
between it and the south shore of Little bay. 

Small vessels may find anchorage to the westward of this shoal in 
9 fathoms, and large vessels off the channel east of the island in 8J 
fathoms; mud. 

A small rock, with 16 feet of water on it, is situated I^. 5^ 37' E.^ dis- 
tant 400 yards from tl^p east extreme of Little Shellbird island. 

Burnt head, shut in with the northwest extreme of Little Shellbird 
island, leads south ; and Burnt head (Little Bay islands) open north 
of the south entrance point to Little. bay, and bearing I^. 47° 49' E., 
leads north of this rock. 

Little Ward harbor is 800 yards long and 350 yards wide, but has 
only 13 feet of water in the entrance, and the anchorage is not available 
for vessels drawing more than 10 feet. 
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Tom Cod rock is a small pinnacle, off the west side of which, distant 
100 yards, is a rock with 12 feet of water on it. 

Beaver cove rock lies about 200 yards southwestward from Beaver 
cove head. 

Hall bay, a picturesque arm of the sea, extends 17 J miles in a south- 
westerly direction with an almost even breadth of IJ miles. The land 
on the north side is reported to contain large quantities of copper, and 
the head has been selected as the northern terminus of the railway now 
in course of construction from St. John's. 

Salt-Tvater pond point is the east entrance point of a bight 600 
yards deep, from the head of which Salt-water pond, a shallow arm 
of the sea, extends to within a short distance of Little Ward Jiarbor. 
Salt-water pond islands, forming the west entrance point of this bight, 
are two low wooded islets joined together and to the mainland at low 
water, but there is deep water 100 yards southward of them. 

Some low wooded islets lie close to the west shore, with foul ground 
extending nearly 200 yards distant from them. 

Anchorage with good holding ground of mud may be obtained in 
this bight, but the bank falls suddenly to 38 fathoms. 

A rocky bank extends 300 yards from the shore immediately west- 
ward of a conspicuous green sward situated nearly a mile west of 
Lower island rock cove, and terminates in a rock with 11 feet of water on 
it. The north extreme of Burnt island, in line with the south extreme 
of Green island, leads south of this bank. 

Island rock cove has several houses on the shore, and the mine 
wharf projects from the eastern extreme. A rock awash at low water 
bears S. 25° 10' E., 200 yards distant from the wharf. The wharf, bearing 
N. 50O 37' W., leads northeast, and the summit of Burnt island shut in 
with the north extreme of Green island, bearing S. 33^ 45' W., leads 
southeast of this rock and a bank extending westward from it to a 
small islet. 

Lower Wolf cove, immediately southwestward of Island rock cove, 
affords anchorage for small vessels close to the shore, but there is no 
secure position for a large vessel, depths of 30 fathoms being found at 
a distance of 300 yards from shore. 

Ghreen island is brown in color. A steam saw-mill stands on the 
north side of the island and is conspicuous from the southwestward, 
but only the steam jet and Hag-staff can be seen from the northeastward. 
A rocky bank with 12 feet of water over it is 300 yards distant from the 
northeast extreme of Green island. The north extreme of Burnt island 
open south of the south extreme of Green island, S. 47^ 46' W., leads 
close south of this shoal.

Burnt island is \i:ooded and joined at low water to the mainland 800 
yards southwest of Green island. The south side may be approached 
to the distance of 200 yards, but the shoial from Indian brook arm, an 
extensive bight to the westward, dries at low water nearly to a line 
joining the north extreme of Burnt island and its north entrance point. 
Several houses stand on the shores of this arm. 

Anchorage for small vessels may be had off. the first cove southwest- 
ward of Burnt island, the bank extending 335 yards from the shore to 
the depth of 10 fathoms, but the water deepens suddenly to 60 fathoms, 
while depths less than 3 fathoms will be found 100 yards from the shore. 

A conspicuous white house stands on DoCk point. 

Rivefhead brook is a considerable stream, the deposit from which 
has formed flats of sand which extend across the entrance and to the 
southward for a qiiarter of a mile from Eaton point, north of the 
entrance, falling quickly to deep water. 

Anchorage may be obtained in the southern part of the head in from 
23 to 10 fathoms, as convenient, the latter depth being found at 70 
yards from the shore, or when White point, where there are some houses, 
is in line with the north extreme of Wolf head bearing X. 53° 26' E. 
Small vessels will find shelter about three-quarters of a mile northeast- 
ward of Eaton point ; depths less than 10 fathoms extend 300 yards 
from the coast, and deepen quickly to 24 fathoms. 

Wolf cove is 800 yards deep, 750 yards wide at the entrance, and 400 
yards broad at the head. The depths range from 33 fathoms of water 
in the entrance to 8 fathoms close to the head, and the shoal water 
fringing the shores falls steeply to depths suitable for the largest vessels. 
This would be a good location for the terminus of the railway, as wharfs 
could be built at small cost. 

Green point, east of the entrance, is low and wooded. A spit of 
shingle extends 300 yards northeast, but there is deep water close to 
the north extreme. 

A few houses are built round Spring cove, close east of South brook, 
and some Indian families reside at Wigwam cove. If miles farther north- 
eastward. 

Boot harbor is situated immediately eastward of Boot harbor head, 
a bold bluff surmounted by a wooded hill 250 feet high. 

A shingle mill, with a wharf and some white houses near it, is worked 
by the waters of a cascade falling into the harbor. 

A rock with one foot of water on it, bears N. 16^ 52' E., 200 yards dis- 
tant from the wharf. 
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« 

Anchorage may be obtained in Boot harbor in from 12 to 15 fathoms 
of water at 400 yards distant from the shore 5 the best position is with the 
wharf bearing S. 33^ 45' E. and the north extreme of the largest wooded 
islet on the west side of the houses bearing W. 

A bar with sunken bowlders on it extends across Sunday cove island 
tickle from Sunday cove island to Shoal arm point, a low wooded 
projection extending northeastward from Shoal arm. Vessels drawing 
more than 10 fee| should not cross this bar. A small islet 5 feet 
high lies on the north side of the entrance to the tickle, and a rock, which 
uncovers IJ feet at low water, lies close west of tlie islet. 

Dangers. — The only dangers in the approach to Sunday cove island 
tickle are a rock with 12 feet of water on it, 400 yards distant from Burnt 
head, and a rock with 5 feet of water over it, bearing S. 11° i5' W., 100 
yards distant from a wooded peninsula 70 feet high, at the west extreme 
of Sunday cove island. 

Anchorage. — The most commodious anchorage off Hall bay is at the 
western entrance of Sunday cove island tickle, in depths from 10 to 6 
fathoms, as convenient, and there is no otlier direction necessary than 
to attend to the marks given above to avoid all danger. 

TVellman cove is the first indentation on the west shore of the 
northern part of Sunday cove island, and may be recognized by the 
houses built on the shore. 

A shoal extends northward 200 yards distant from the south entrance 
point, and the cove is foul generally at that distance from the shore. 

Anchorage for' small vessels only may be obtained in from 13 to 8 J 
fathoms off the houses, but the holding ground is bad except in a small 
spot where the local schooners mOor. 

Sunday cove island bight, on the east shore of the island, n^ay be 
recognized by the houses and stages erected within the beach of shingle 
which encircles it. This bight is Completely exposed to the eastward, 
and a heav^^ sea rolls in after autumnal gales, washing away the fishing 
stages. 

A rock lies close to the eastward of the southernmost stage. 

A mine is being opened on the north side of this bight, and a tempo- 
rary wharf has been built, with a magazine near it. 

Jerry harbor, a small indentation, is situated westward of Jerry head, 
a round wooded mound three-quarters of a mile southward of Sunday 
cove island bight. 

Grassy islands are the south western most of a group of small islands 
lying northeast of Hall bay head. They are joined together by shoal 
water, which also extends 50 yards southward and 100 yards northward 
from them. 
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Fox islands, the'uortbernmost of the group, are two wooded islets 
with a rock between their north extremes, the westernmost being 65 
feet high. 

Red island, in the middle, is a dark wooded cone, with a low pro- 
tection to the northward, covered with grass and faced by red cliffs. 

Copper island, the easternmost, is surmounted by a round hill, cov- 
ered with trees, which falls in steep cliffs to a rugged seaboard. 

Hall bay head rock, with 13 feet of water on it, bears 8. 33^ 45' E., 
distant 400 yards from Grassy islands. Beaver cove head shut in with 
Hall bay head leads south of this rock. 

Compton rock, awash at low water, bears S. 8° 26' B., distant about 
200 yards from Eed island. Little bay head, open east of Eed island, 
leads east of this rock. 

Merab ledge, with 3 fathoms of water on it, bears !N". 16^ 52' W., dis- 
tant 200 yards from Copper island, and is steep-to. 

A rock with 3J fathoms of water on it is situated S. 11^ 15' E., 350 
yards from Copper inland. Black rock in line with the southernmost 
of Shoal tickle islands leads southeast; Little bay islands open east 
of Copper island leads northeast, and open west of Copper island leads 
west of this. rock. 

Little bay islands form a group consisting of one large and several 
small islands, and contain two good harbors for small vessels. The 
northernmost, and largest island, is almost divided into two parts by 
a valley near the north extreme. Iron point, the south extreme, is a 
low cliff covered with stains of iron-rust. 

The coast trends to the northwestward from Iron point in a gentle 
curve, which forms Suleyann cove. A beach of shingle lines the shore, 
inside of which is a small settlement Containing several conspicuous white 
houses. 

Some yellow rocks, the highest of which is one foot above high water, 
lie off the east point of Suleyann cove, and sunken dangers extend 
southward and westward, distant 200 yards from them. The summit 
of Little bay head in line with Hynes point (the west extreme of Little 
bay islands) leads midway between these rocks and Copper island. 
Eocks which cover, and shoal ground, extend 200 yards from the beach 
in Suleyann cove. 

The western and northern shores of Little bay island are indented by 
small coves. Burnt head is a mass of rock 100 feet high, detached by a 
deep fissure, at the north extreme of Little bay islands. Northern head, 
the northeast extreme, is a bold bluff, with shoal water extending 90 
yar^s southeastward from it. 
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North harbor is entered through a channel 100 yards wide between 
North head and Harbor island, a wooded islet 110 feet high to the south- 
ward. A small cove indents the south shore, with a few houses in it, 
'off which anchorage may be obtained in SJ fathoms ; mud. The dangers 
to be avoided are a rock with 7 feet of water and Hoskyn rock with 12 
feet of water on it, 100 yards distant from the north shore ; a rock close 
to the west extreme of Harbor island, and a group of rocks which un- 
cov^er close to the south shore eastward of the cove. 

Directions. — The western fishing stage in the cove on the south 
shore of the harbor must be brought half open west of the point east 
of that cove, and bearing S. 50^ 37' W. This mark will lead in mid- 
channel between the dangers. When the stage on the north shore 
bears IST, 30° 51' W., vessels may be steered for the center of the harbor 
and anchorage taken up as convenient. 

Southern harbor is entered through a channel 70 yards wide and 
with a depth of 4 fathoms; it leads between Goat island, which is 
partially wooded and 86 feet high, to the eastward, and Macks island, 
faced by gray cliffs, to the westward. The entrance may be readily 
distinguished by Black rock, a bare islet 600 yards distant from^ Goat 
island. 

The following dangers lie near the entrance: 



igeon ledge, with 8 feet of water on it, bears N. 78^ 45' E., 250 yards 
distant, and a rock with 10 feet of water over it lies S. 35^ 9' E., 150 yards 
distant, respectively, from the east extreme of Goat island. 

Black rock sunker uncovers 2 feet at low water, and is generally ♦ 
shown by a breaker. It bears S. 33^ 45' W., distant 180 yards from 
Black rock. Shoal water extends both northwest and southeast for a 
distance of 50 yards from this rock. 

Shoal water extends a short distance in all directions from Shoal tickle 
islands, a small cluster situated close to the southeast extreme of Macks 
island. A sunken bowlder with 12 feet of water over it lies close to the 
north extreme of Macks island ; and a shoal with 10 feet of water over 
it extends 50 yards northwestward of Anchor rock, an islet one foot 
high close north of Macks island. 

The harbor is 600 yards long and 500 yards broad, containing depths 
under 3 fathoms, except in a space 350 yards long in a north and south 
direction and 150 yards wide, situated immediately within the entrance. 

Two rocks, which uncover 4 feet at low water, lie 150 yards from the 
southwest shore of the harbor, the easternmost of which marks the 
south limit of depths over 3 fathoms. 

A considerable settlement surrounds this harbor. 
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Venson hill is densely wooded at the summit, with a steep fall to the 
westward. It is the highest land between I^orth and Southern harbors, 
and lies nearly midway between them. 

Directions. — From the northward. — Proceed parallel to the shore, 
at a convenient distance, until Berry head is shut in with the north 
extreme of the northernmost of Shoal tickle islands, bearing S. 47^ 49' W. 
Steer on this mark (which will lead between Pigeon ledge and Black 
rock) until Caplin cove head, a conspicuous round wooded hill on Long 
island, is in line with Black rock, bearing S. 56^ 15' E.; round Goat 
island, and steer in mid-channel between that and Macks island to the 
anchorage. 

Or, continue to the southward of Black rock and Black rock sunker 
until the west fall of Yenson hill is just open east of Macks island, 
bearing N. 50^ 37' W. This will lead between the shoals off Goat and 
Macks islands; when they are passed, steer in mid-channel to the 
anchorage. 

From the southward. — ^Bring Black rock in line with Black rock 
sunker, or bearing K 28^ 7' E., until the west fall of Venson hill is open 
east of Macks island, when proceed as before directed. 

There is a passage for boats to the westward of Macks island named 
Shoal tickle. Berry head, the southwest entrance point, is bare and 
yellow in color. 

Suleyann rocks are two bare islets off the north extreme of Sunday 
cove island. 

A shoal lies close east of these rocks, and a rock with 7 feet of water on 
it bears S. 25° 19' E., 135 yards distant from the higher islet. 

Oil islands consist of three wooded hills ; the westernmost is joined 
to the middle part by a low neck of gravel, and the easternmost is only 
connected at low water. Eocks and shoal water line the northeast 
shore, and a reef, one foot above high water, is the extreme of the rocks 
extending southward 100 yards distant from Oil islands. 

Grassy islands, 200 yards westward, of the west extreme of Long 
island, consist of three islets and several rocks joined by shoal water. 
The westernmost is 20 feet high, while the easternmost is slightly lower 
and is surmounted by a small bush. 



p. 305. Long island is triangular in shape. The hills are wooded at the 
summits, the highest, near the center of the island, being 721 feet high. 
The south shore slopes steeply to the sea and is bold-to, no danger 
having been found beyond the distance of 100 yards from the coast. 
The only houses on this shore are in Patrick Power cove, 800 yards 
eastward of Pigeon island. 
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Lush bight is the deepest cove on the west shore, and may be rec- 
ognized by the houses built round it. This anchorage is available for 
small vessels only, in depths from 4 to 2 J fathoms; mud. 

AiShoal with 9 feet of water on the shoalest part is 600 yards off the 
north entrance point. The apparent northwest extreme of Long island, 
well open west of Lewis island, leads west; and the north extreme of 
the low wooded islet at the head of the bight, open south of the north 
entrance point, leads south of this shoal. 

Caution. — Vessels should not approach this part of Long islaud 
nearer than to have the north extreme of Sunday cove island well open 
north of Oil islands, in order to avoid shoals lyiug northeastward of 
Oil islands and Lewis island, a small grassy islet. 

Rocks lie off the northwest shore of Long island, the most dangerous 
being Flint island suuker, a rock which uncovers 3 feet at low water, and 
is situated 200 yards northwestward of Flint islands (three reddish-gray 
rocks which show prominently against the darker land of Long island), 
and Western head rock, with 6 feet of water on it. Western head is a 
small promontory nearly a mile eastward from Flint islands. 

Lewis island, well open west of Long island, leads west, and Berry 
island, completely open north of White point, bearing N. 60^ 15' E., 
leads north of these dangers; while Ohipman hill, open east of Western 
head, bearing 8. 73^ 07' E., leads east of Western head rock. 

TVard harbor is situated eastward of Western head, and contains 
good anchorage for vessels drawing less than 10 feet. The passage is 
midway between Cross rocks, a small castellated group in the middle 
of the entrance, and the east shore. A'reef extends from the west side 
of the harbor southward of Cross rocks, and a sunken rock lies close 
northward of the east entrance point. 

A small settlement is built round this harbor. 

Chipman hill, round and bare, slopes to the east side of Ward har- 
bor, and is the highest summit near the north extreme of Long island. 

Indian tickle, a passage 59 yards wide, with a depth of 4 fathoms, 
separates an island from the north extreme of Long island. This 
island, when seen from a little distance, presents the appearance of a 
small group, being composed of hillocks joined at the bases by low 
beaches of shingle. White point, the north extreme, is a bare reddish- 
gray rock 50 feet high. 

Several small islands lie in the passage between White point and the 
Stag island group. 

Black rock, the westernmost, is 1 foot above high water, and bears 
jS. no 15' B., 850 yards distant from White point. 
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Round island, the next southward, is 22 feet high. 

Alexander island, a cluster of rugged rocks, lies next south of 
Round island. 

A rock which uncovers IJ feet at low water lies N. 45° W., a little 
more than 200 yards distant, and a shoal with 11 feet of water over it 
bears S. 19° 41' W., 100 yards distant, respectively, from Bound island. 

Black rock ground, with 3^ fathoms of water over it, is situated 
X. no 15' W., 400 yards distant from Black rock. The west point 
of Hardrix island, shut in with Bread-box island, bearin"^ S. 56° 34' E., 
leads west; iliid Crab island, open north of Stag island, bearing N. 55° 
15' E., leads north of these dangers. 

Bread-box island is a quarter of a mile southward of Alexander 
island, and is surmounted by a square mass of rock 25 feet above high 
water. 

Foolscap rock has 2 feet of water on it, and bears S. 59^ 4' E., 
nearly half a mile distant from Bread-box island. White ground, with 3 J 
fathoms of water over it, is situated JS. 16^ 52' E., 250 yards distant; and 
a rock with 3 fathoms of water on it lies S. 30° 56' E., a quarter of a mile 
distant, respectively, from Bread-box island. 

Hatchet rocks, a small group 11 feet high, lie close to the shore 
southward of White point. 

Quinton cove rocks, 11 feet high, are situated southward of Indian 
tickle and northward of the entrance to Quinton cove, a shallow inden- 
tation with a few houses round it, the north entrance point of which is 
marked by a curious pinnacle. 

Cutwell harbor is comprised between Giles and Otter islands, and 
contains no danger beyond 50 yards from the shore. It is a quarter of 
a mile in diameter, and the depth of water decreases gradually from 14 
fathoms in the center to the shore. 

A small settlement has been formed on the north side of the harbor. 

The south shore of Cutwell harbor is foul, a group of sunken rocks 
extending northeastward 300 yards from the Schooner, two remarkable 
white patches on the east side of Burnt head ; Burnt harbor is a shallow 
cove containing shelter for fishing boats. 

Cutwell arm, an anchorage available only for small vessels, is en- 
tered south of Otter island, between it and Burnt head, a steep gray 
hill, 223 feet high, and covered with burnt trees. 

The entrance is 110 yards wide from shore to shore, but the passage 
is narrowed to a breadth of 40 yards by shoal water extending from either 
side, and should not be attempted without a pilot. The deepest water 
is in mid-channel. 
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Hardrix or Seal island is surmounted by several conspicuous 
cones covered with wood. 

There are no dangers in the channel between this island and Long 
island, or off the former, beyond the distance of 100 yards from the 
shore.' 

Wild bight, eastward of Hardrix island, affords no safe anchorage, 
but there are no dangers except a few rocks close to the shore. 

Indian island is situated in the southern part of Wild bight, and falls 
steeply to the north shore from an elevation of 186 feet. 

Southern head, the east extreme of Long island, falls in almost per- 
pendicular cliffs from wooded hills 400 feet high, and is terminated by 
Southern head islet, a bare rock 42 feet high. 

The group of islands north of Long island are surrounded by a great 
number of shoals and fishing banks. Vessels should not undertake to 
pass through any of the channels in this group except in fine weather, 
and then local knowledge is requisite on the first occasion. The avail- 
able passages will be described, but only those shoals^which are danger- 
ous in ordinary weather. 

G-uU rock, the northernmost of the group, is round and bare. A 
small islet, about 5 feet high, lies close southeast of it, from which two 
rocks, which cover at high water extend southward a distance of 90 
yards. These are the only dangers near it. 

Middle islands, the next southeastward, are a low group, the high- 
est of which, situated at the north extreme, is 32 feet above high water, 
and is surrounded by rocks extending 200 yards distant from it. 

G-unning rocks, next southeast of Middle islands, are two small islets 
w ith shoals extending 200 yards distant from them on all sides but the 
south. 

bid Bantam, is a rock with 3^ fathoms of water on it. 

Stag island, the largest of these islands, is situated near the middle 
of the group. It is shaped like a wedge, falling steeply to the south 
shore from a hill 233 feet high, covered with small wood. 

Berry island, a wooded cone 160 feet high, adjoins the south extreme. 

Fete island, a round mound 40 feet high, is connected to the north 
extreme of Berry island. 

North harbor is comprised between the north side of Sta^ island 
and Little Stag island, and affords good shelter for small vessels in 5 
fathoms; mud. The only danger to be avoided is North harbor rock, 
with 15 feet of water over it, lying 200 yards from the west extreme of 
Little Stag island.

Crow isleuid is separated by a narrow clear cliannel from Little Stag 
island, and is surroiAided by shoals. 

Crab island lies close north of Crow island. 

A chain of islets extends southeastward from Stag island, the south- 
ernmost, named Gunning islet, being bare and 15 feet high. 

Duck islands, the easternmost of the group, consist of three grassy 
islets, the highest to the southward being 62 feet high. 

/ . 
.Offer Crow sunker, with 9 feet of water on it, bears S. 87^ 11' E., 800 

yards distant from the north extreme of Crab island. 

Foggy ledge, with 14 feet of water on it lies E. half a mile fcom the 
southernmost rock, which uncovers, off the south side of Stag Island. 

Jacobs rock, with 8 feet of water on it, is situated S. 39^22' W., 900 
yards distant from the west extreme of Duck islands. 

Directions. — The only passages available for a stranger are between 
Gull rock and Middle islands, between Middle islands and Gunning 
rocks, and between Duck islands and Gunning islet. The first named 
is free from danger, and may be attempted when the whole of Little 
bay islands are open west of Middle islands and bearing S. 56^ 15' W. 

To pass between Middle islands and Gunning rocks, keep the south 
extreme of Little bay islands open soiith of Middle islands and north of 
Gunning rocks. 

To pass between Duck islands and Gunning islet, Middle islands must 
be kept in sight west of Crab island until Hardrix island is completely 
open east of Gunning islet. This mark leads close south of Jacobs rock. 
A course mav then be steered for the middle of Hardrix island. None 
of these channels should be attempted except in moderate weather. 

Long island tickle, the passage between Long island and Pilley and 
Troy town islands is free from danger with the exception of a rock with 
15 feet of water over it, at a mile eastward of the northwest extreme of 
Pilley island and 60 yards from the shore. 

Pilley cove, on the northeast side of Pilley island, is 350 yards in 
diameter, and affords anchorage for small vessels. Sunken rocks lie 
close to both entrance points, and the south shore is foul, but the beach 
of shingle at the head is bold-to. 

To enter, vessels should be kept a third of the distance across from 
the north entrance point and anchor nearer the north than the south 
shore, in from 7 to 5 fathoms. 

Water may be procured from a cascade which falls over cliffs on the 
south side etf the cove. 
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cove, affords no convenient anchorage, several [rocks laying at 
the head. 

Stuckey dove, south of Fox cove, has no danger in it except close to 
the shore. Anchorage may be obtained in from 19 to 10 fathoms, as 
convenient. 

A densely wooded hill, 510 feet high, is situated southwestward of 
Stuckey cove, on the southwestern slope of which is a large pine tree, 
which towers considerably above the rest of the woods and shows con- 
spicuously from the northeastward. Farther southward is a steep cliff, 
360 feet high, the slope of the highest hill in the neighborhood, which 
is 550 feet above high water. 

Horsechops head, the east entrance point to Pilley tickle, is a bold 
wooded bluf&145 feet high, and Pigeon island, 58 feet high, lies close 
southwestward of it, 

Hynes rock lies 470 yards distant from the north extreme of Horse- 
chops head; Pigeon island well open west of Horsechopa head leads 
northwest of Hynes rock. 

H3mes cove is situated immediately east of Horsechops head, and 
is a small indentation, with a beach of gravel, off which is a rock. 



island is the northwesternmost of a group of islands and rocks 
which, together with Troytown island, form Cobbler and Dark tickles. 
From the east extreme Cobbler rocks extend eastward till they nearly 
join Cobbler island. 

Cobbler tickle, between Cobbler and Dark tickle islands, may be 
entered from the westward, and affords good anchorage in from 17 to 6 
fathoms, the soundings decreasing gradually from the latter depth to 
the islets and rocks that fill the eastern end. 

Dark tickle island is surmounted by a round hill 223 fefet high. The 
north summit has on it two conspicuous trees at an elevation of 132 
feet. A wooded islet about 50 feet high lies close to the east extreme 
of Dark tickle island, from which rocks extend both northward and 
southward about 200 yards distant, the latter terminating in White 
ground. 

■ 

Dark tickle, the passage between Dark tickle and Troytown islands, 
is free from dangers, with the exception of those described above, and 
a shoal extending about 30 yards from the southwest extreme of Dark 
tickle island, and a bank, with 13 feet of water on it, extending eastward, 
150 yards from the first cove southward of the western narrows. The 
narrowest part of Dark tickle is 100 yards wide, and the depth of water 
is not less than 6 fathoms in mid-channel. 
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Great Troytown harbor is entered between Dark tickle point and 
Big Troy to wn island, whence it extends, with several bends, in a southerly 
direction for If miles. Two islands lie in the entrance. Great Tinker 
island, the northern, is surmounted by three hillocks, the highest in 
the middle. A rock and shoal extend 100 yards southeastward from 
the south extreme. 

Shoal ground is 200 yards distant from the south extreme of Great 
Tinker island. 

G-rassy island is continued by shoal water 200 yards southward of 
the south extreme. A rock lies close to the northwest extreme. 

Kocks extend 200 yards distant southward from Dark tickle point, 
off the entrance to Cap) in cove, an indentation 350 yards deep, which will 
give shelter to small craft from off shore winds in 6 fathoms. 

The head of Troytown harbor is divided into two coves by a 
wooded island. West arm is available only for boats, and Butler 
cove, the southern arm, is suitable for small vessels only, and is entered 
through a narrow channel between rocks extending from both entrance 
points. 

Anchorage may be had in from 7 to 7J fathoms, as convenient, in a 
cove situated southward, f of a mile from Dark Tickle point, and south 
of a low sharp point sloping from a wooded hill 185 feet high. There 
are several houses in this cove. 

Water may be obtained from a brook close to the houses. 

Big Troytown island is surmounted by a conspicuous, dark, wooded 
cone which falls steeply to the northward. A rock lies close south of 
the west extreme, but the remainder of the island is bold of approach. 

Little Troytown harbor is 900 yards long and 500 yards wide, and 
affords good anchorage in 9 fathoms ; sand. 

The eastern entrance is 60 yards wide, and has a rock with 15 feet 
of water on it, in mid-channel ; a depth of 5 fathoms howef er may be 
found by keeping close to the east shore. 

A shoal with 12 feet of water on it is situated about 70 yards distant 
from the middle of the south side of the harbor, but there is no other 
danger beyond a few yards from the shore. A small settlement sur- 
rounds the harbor. 

Water may be procured from a brook discharging into a small cove 
on the south^ shore.* 

Eastern rocks are a group of bare islets in the middle of the east- 
ern approach to Little Troytown harbor. There is a clear passage on 
each side of these rocks. 
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Q-rand Dismal cove, southward of Eagged point, should not be 
entered without a competent pilot, as rocks surround the shores and a 
reef named the Sisters extends eastward 250 yards from the south en- 
trance point. A small islet lies close to the north entrance point, from 
which rocks extend southeastward for the distance of 200 yards. 

Tom Cod rock lies at the east extreme of a shoal bank situated in 
the middle of Grand Dismal cove, and 650 yards distant from the islet 
off the north entrance point. 

Little Dimier island is a conspicuous wooded island lying a third 
of a mile northeastward from Eagged point. The summit is flat and 
the coast line is deeply fissured. Bare islets adjoin the south extreme, 
and sunken rocks extend westward 100 yards from them, leaving a 
passage only 120 yards wide between these dangers and those extend- 
ing from the islet off the north entrance point of Grand Dismal cove. 
Eastern point rock, with 15 feet of water over it, lies 100 yards distant 
from the southeast extreme of Little Dunier island. 

G-reat Dunier island falls steeply to the southward and eastward from 
a wooded summit. Two sharp pinnacles, the higher about 100 feet high, 
stand close to the northeast.point. 

The Brothers, which uncover 3 feet at low water, are situated in 
the channel between Great Dunier and Troytown islands, and narrow 
the passage to a breadth of 80 yards between them and Great Dunier 
island. 

Nimrod island is separated from Troytown island by a channel 95 
yards wide, with 7 fathoms of water in it. Low rocks extend 150 yards 
westward, and shoal water nearly 100 yards eastward from it. 

A shoal with 3J fathoms of water on it bears N. 5^ 37' E., 100 yards 
distant from the east extreme of Nimrod island, and in the middle of 
the apparent channel between Nimrod and Troytown islands. The south 
side of Nimrod island is fne from danger beyond 200 yards distant 
from the shore.

Harbor round, three-quarters of a mile westward of Nimrod islands 
is a clear passage 50 yards wide between Troytown island and Harbor 
round island. 

League rock, to the northeastward of Little Dunier island, consists 
of two parts, separated by a narrow cleft. 
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A small black rock, which uncovers, bears S. 78^ 45' W., 160 yards 
distant from the southwest extreme, and a grrihp of rocks, 8 feet high, 
is situated N. 73^ 7' E., 300 yards distant from the east extreme. 
Shoal water extends south for the distance of 100 yards from these low 
rocks, but there is no other hidden danger near League rock. 

A bank surrounds League rock and produces a confused sea in bad 
weather. 

p. 306. Leading or Ladle tickles are a number of passages between several 
islands and the mainland. The southernmost channel is suitable for 
small vessels only. 

Thomas Rowsell island is the sonthwesternmost of the group. 
Two siquare masses of rock, 100 and 46 feet high respectively, are 
joined to the northwest extreme, close westward of a point marked 
by a flag-staff. The north and east shores are foul. 

Burnt island, the northwesternmost of these islands, is separated 
from Thomas Rowsell island by a passage 90 yards wide and with 6 
fathoms of water ; it may be taken by keeping nearer the shore of Burnt 
island than that to the southward. The north side of the island falls 
in dark cliffs, and the points are formed, of curious castellated and 
peaked masses of rock. 

9 

A lo'V7 reef extends 350 yards from the east extreme, but the water 
is deep close eastward of this reef. 

Near the middle of the south shore is a small projection, about 100 
feet high, surmounted by a flag-staff. A bank extends southeastward 
irom it, on which are two shoals, the northern with three fathoms 
and the other with 4J fathoms of water over it, 340 yards from the 
south extreme of the projection. The south extreme of Woody island, 
touching the north extreme of Bear head, leads south of these shoals 
and north of those off the northwest extreme Cull island. 

Anchorage may be had in the channel between Burnt and Cull 
islands in from 12 to 15 fathoms, sand, with shelter from all winds but 
those from N. to NE. Care must be taken to avoid the shoals described 
above. 

Cull island rises to a height of 197 feet in a wooded ridge which ex- 
tends along the whole length of the western part of the island. Bear 
head, at the northeast extreme, falls in dark perpendicular cliffs to the 
sea from an elevation of 205 feet, but in a grassy slope on the south 
side to a marsh. Low flat rocks extend from the base of the cliff in all 
directions, as also from an isolated mound to the southward of Bear 
head, and a sunken rock lies close to the north extreme. 
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Bocks which uncover at low water extend 100 yards westward ot a 
small islet on the south shore ; and a rock with 4 feet of water on it lies 
90 yards distant from a small islet at the west extreme of Cull island. 

Sunken rocks, with 10 feet of water on the shoalest, lie off the north 
shore of OuU island at a distance of 400 yards from the west extreme, 
but with the exception of these the north shore is bold. 

A conspicuous wooded mound 85 feet high, surmounted by a flag- 
staff, is situated in the middle of the south shore of Gull island, divid- 
ing a small boat cove to the westward from Mooring cove to the eastward. 

Anchorage for small vessels may be obtained off' Mooring cove in 
13 fathoms, close to the shore, or south of the channel between Cull and 
Thomas Kowsell islands in 12 fathoms, the latter in tine weather only. 

A bar with 1 1 feet of water over it extends from the southeast extreme 
of Cull island, to the mainland, from which it is distant 70 yards. 

Alcock island, eastward of Cull island, is densely wooded and 
apparently flat, but in reality has several ranges of hills on it; the 
highest is near the south shore. 

Sunken rocks extend 200 yards distant from the west extreme, the 
nortb and east shores are foul, but the south shore has no danger farther 
off than 100 yards. 

Harbor rock, with 4 fathoms of water on it, is the south extreme of a 
bank extending SE. 375 yards from Red island, a conspicuous islet 37 feet 
high, composed of masses of red and gray rock, the southern termination 
of a chain of islets attached to the southeast extreme of Alcock island. A 
small projection 44 feet high is situated near the middle of the south 
shore of Alcock island, and is only 170 yards distant frc>m the mainland 
to the southward, the channel between having a depth of 9 fathoms. 

Anchorage may be obtained to the westward of these narrows, in the 
channel between Alcock Island and the miaiuland, in from 17 to 12 fath- 
oms, as convenient. 

Tinker island, north of Alcock island, is compose of three masses of 
cliff, the central and highest being 80 feet above high water. The chan. 
nel to the southward is almost filled with rocks, but there is a passage for 
small craft close south of Tinker island. 

Woody island is separated from the north extreme of Tinker island 
by a clear channel 200 yards wide. Several peaked islets and sunken 
rocks line the north shore of Woody island, but the only danger is Snaj)- 
tail, a rock with 3 feet of water over it, lying N. 84^ 22' W., 150 yards 
from the west extreme. 

Green island, so named from the conspicuous grassy covering of the 
summit, is formed of three i)arts, the middle and highest falling on all 
sides in dark gray cliffs. 
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. SiiDken rocks extend a short distance from the island, and an isolated 
rock with 2 feet of water on it bears S. 14^ 4' W., 150 yards distant from 
the east extreme of %Green island. Sculpin island, open east of Green 
island, leads east«of this rock. 

Sculpin isleuid, the northernmost of the group of islands in the neigh- 
borhood of Leading tickles, is covered with grass. 

Several bare rocks lie close to the south shore and form a small creek, 
in which landing from boats may be eflPected, except in very bad weather. 
A rock with 3 feet of water on it lies close to the southwest extreme. 

A bank extends eastward from the east extreme of Sculpin island, on 
w*hich are situated a rock with 5 feet of water over it, 150 yards dis- 
tant, and a shoal with 3 fathoms of water on it, 300 yards distant from 
the east extreme of Sculpin island. 

Numerous banks lie off the islands forming Leading tickles, the posi- 
tions of which will be best seen on the chart. 

The following islands are south of the western entrance to Leading 
tickles. 

G-uU island is covered with grass. Small rocks lie close to the south 
side, and a shoal extends southeastward, 100 yards from the southeast 

extreme. 

Man-of-war rock, small, black, and 13 feet high, bears S. 61^ 52' E., 
half a mile from the southeast extreme of Gull island. 

Ward island is surmounted by two conspicuous tufts of trees and 
falls steeply to the south shore. A clear channel, 600 yards wide, divides 
it from the mainland to the southeastward. * 

Blackberry island is separated from the east extreme of Ward island 
by a channel 150 yards Vide with 5J fathoms of water m it. It is about 
70 feet high and wooded. Shoals extend a short distance from each 
extreme and a rock, which uncovers, lies 80 yards distant from the north 
point. 

Thimble tickles, a number of pasisages between several islands, are 
situated southward of Leading tickles, but have not been surveyed. A 
mine is being worked near these tickles. 

Cumlins head, the south entrance point to Leading tiekles, falls 
steeply from a wooded hill 229 feet high. The coast eastward falls gen- 
erally in small cliffs, and is indented by a few shallow coves with houses 
on their shores. 

The Ladle, a square mass of rock, 28 feet high, stands on a beach of 
shingle at the northwest extreme of this coast, and forms the south side 
of the narrows between Cull island and the mainland. 
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• 

Butler cove, 800 yards eastward of the Ladle, affords anchorage for 
small vessels during^ fine weather, in 12 fathoms, at 200 yards from the 
shore, but the anchorage is unsafe with the heavy sea which rolls in 
during NE. gales. A beach of shingle, 350 yards long, forms the head, 
ancl several houses in the midst of green fields, surround this cove. 

A rock 1 foot above high water lies S. 50° 37' B., 200 yards distant 
from the west entrance point, and a sunken rock is situated between it 
and the shore. 

Wild bight, at the southeast entrance of Leading tickles, is a mile 
deep, and is divided at the head by a conical hill,* 285 feet high, into two 
coves, where anchorage may be obtained by small vessels. The west 
shore is free from danger, but foul ground extends 200 yards distant from 
the south side. A promontory forms the southeast side, surmounted by 
conical hills, the highest of which is 320 feet above high water. There is 
a conspicuous white patch on the cliffs at the northeast extreme of this 
promontory. 

Northwest rocks, a cluster of bare black islets, with sunken rocks 
200 yards eastward from them, lie close northeastward of the white patch. 

Directions. — From the westward vessels may approach Leading 
tickles without danger till within 200 yards of the islands, and large 
vessels may pass between Thomas Eowsell, Gull, and Ward islands, 
but no nearer Cull island than 200 yards, nor to the mainland shore than 
to have the southeast extrefne of Cull island open north of the mainland 
and bearing '^. 61^ 52' E., to avoid the shoals off that shore. Vessels 
drawing more than 11 feet should not proceed farther eastward than 
Mooring cove, off which anchorage may be obtained in from 18 to 20 
fathoms. 

Small vessels may proceed to the eastward by keeping in mid-channel 
between Cull island and the Ladle. 

Continuing to the eastward there are no dangers beyond 100 yards 
from the shore till near Red island. • 

Vessels may pass in 5 fathoms of water between Thomas Rowsell and 
Burntislands by keepiugin mid channel, and before theflag-staff in Burnt 
island bears N. 33^ 45' W. the south extreme of Woody island must bo 
brought in line with the north extreme of Bear head, bearing N. 61^* 52' E. 
When theflag-staff bears southward of NW., the dangers off Burnt island 
will have been passed and vessels may proceed to the eastward. 

To pass between Alcock and Cull islands, keep Green island in sight 
till the eastern fishing stage in Butler cove is in line with the west extreme 
of Alcock island, bearing S. 45^ E. This mark will lead clear of the 
shoals westward of Alcock island, after passing which vessels may pro- 
ceed eastward or westward as directed. 
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YelloiJ7 Fox cove, ou the east side of New bay, is suitable for boats 
only. It is protected on the southwest side by an island which is conspic- 
uous from the yellow shale of which it is composed. 

A rock with 16 feet of water on it lies 100 yards south west ward of the 
south entrance point to Silver Buckle cove, l-j^ niiles from New bay head. 

Rowsell cove, 2-^ miles southward of New bay head, is 340 yards 
deep, and contains fair anchorage for small vessels in 12 fathoms, or 
less as convenient, with shelter from all winds but those between south 
and west; a conspicuous wooden cone, 380 feet high, rises at the head 
of the cove.

Josiah Spencer cove is 300 yards deep, and with off-shore winds 
affords anchorage for fishing craft in from 7 to 4 fathoms. It is separated 
from the north side of Rowsell cove by a tongue of land which terminates 
in a round wooded hillock 80 feet high. 

Silver Buckle island is surmounted by a round wooded hill. The 
Silver Buckle, from which the name is derived, is a mass of milk quartz 
near the northwest extreme of the island. Low islets and rocks extend 
southward, and a small bare islet, with a sunken rock north of it, lies 
close to the northwest extreme of Silver Buckle island. 

Brandies rocks are a little more than 1,200 yards northwestward from 
Silver Buckle island. The highest is 4 feet above high water, the 
southQasternmost, 100 yards distant, is awash at low water, and the 
north westernmost, with 6 feet of water on it, is 135 yards distant from 
the middle rock. 

New bay head falls in steep cliffs from an elevation of 270 feet; 
close north of it are New. bay head rocks, 64 feet high, separated by a 
channel 40 yards wide, with 4 fathoms of water in it. A rock lies close 
to the south extreme of these islets. 

Gull island is a rugged islet, 59 feet high, separated by a clear 
channel, 150 yards wide, from the east entrance point of Farrell cove, a 
rugged bight which affords no sKelter. 

Fleury bight, a mile eastward of New bay head, is entered between 
West head, two precipitous masses of dark rock, 130 feet high, and 
Eastern point, the extreme of a narrow promontory rising to a wooded 
cone, 390 feet high. Foul ground extends a short distance from the 
head, and sunken rocks encumber Abbot cove, the bight close east of 
Eastern point. A conspicuous hill, 435 feet high, falls perpendicularly 
to the he^d, where a small village is situated. 

Anchorage may be had in from 14 to 16 fathoms, but a heavy sea 
rolls in with winds from NW. to N., and it is then undesirable, as the 
holding ground is not good. 
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Water may generally be obtained from a stream flowing into the west 
side of the head. 

Woody island is separated by a narrow channel from the east en- 
trance point of Woody island bight, an exposed bay eastward of Fleury 
bight. It is 188 feet high, and falls steeply in all directions from a flat 
wooded summit. A rock with 10 feet of water on it lies close north- 
ward of this island. 



head, a third of a mile eastward of Woody island, is a conspicu- 
ous bare mouud, separated from the mainland by a deep gully. 

Fortune harbor is a land-locked anchorage, situated 2 miles south- 
eastward of Bagg head. Two entrances are formed by Sweeny island, 
that to the eastward of the island being only 30 yards wide and having 
a depth of 12 feet at low water. The western entrance is suitable for 
large vessels with a commanding breeze, but the turns are sharp, the 
wind is often baffling in the approach, and the squalls heavy, particu- 
larly with westerly winds. 

Western head is a steep blufif, with a rocky pinnacle at the extreme, 
and is bold -to. From this bluff the land rises in a long bare ridge, 
wooded on the slopes, to a sharp summit, 555 feet high, surmounted by 
a cairn. 

Western head rock is the summit of a bank 375 yards long, hav- 
ing depths of less than 10 fathoms. The whole breaks furiously in a 
heavy sea, and then the passage between it and Western head may not 
be taken, but in ordinary weather all danger will be avoided by keeping 
Western head close aboard. 

S'weeny island has two densely wooded summits, and falls precipi- 
tously to the north side, but more gradually in the other directions. A 
few. small rocks, which uncover at low water, lie close to the north side, 
and a rock which uncovers one foot is situated 30 yards southward of 
the west extreme of Sweeny island. 

Maoarthy island, 28 feet high, is the southernmost of some small 
islands connected to the southeast extreme of Sweeny island by shoal 
water. Foul ground extends southeast 70 yards from it. • . 

Jim Day island is^ composed of two parts, joined at low water, the 
southern, rouud, wooded, and 55 feet high, the northern low and flat. 

Button island is rarely disconnected from the mainland north of 
Fortune barbbr, and is surmounted by around wooded hill. Shoals extend 
200 yards southeastward of Rahy point, the south extreme. They may 
be avoided by shutting in the summit of Macarthy island with the west 
extreme of Jim Day island.

34 NOTRE DAME BAY. 

Northvrest arm requires skilful navigation, but by attention to 
directions and chart, small vessels may enter it with safety. The shores 
generally are foul, but the two most dangerous shoals are a rocky bank 
extending 200 yards from Gillespie point,«the turning point into South- 
west arm, and Eobert shoal, extending from the west shore, westward 
of Gillespie island, on which are two rocks which uncover 3 feet at low 
water. 

South-east arm is 1^ miles long, and contains the best anchorage 
for large vessels. 

Tiger rock lies at the south extreme of a shoal bank on the west 
shore, and a rock with 6 feet of water over it is situated in the middle, 
and 600 yards distant from the head, at the northern limit of depths 
less than 3 fathoms. 

A small cove, with a wharf and several stages iu it, is situated on the 
east shore of Southeast arm, just within the entrance, and on the rising 
ground; eastward of it stands the Boman Catholic church, a wooden 
building painted white, with a belfry and priest's house near. Davis 
point, at the north extreme of this cove, has on it a storehouse with a 
white diamond painted on the door. 

A shoal with 12 feet of water on it lies midway between Davis point 
and Jim Day island. The west extreme of Sweeny island well open 
of Jim Day island leads west of this shoal. 

Tides.— It is high water, full and change, in Fortune harbor at 7h. 
14m.; springs rise 4 feet, neaps 3 feet. 

Snuffy point terminates in a rocky islet, 33 feet high, to the north- 
ward, and some low rocks to the eastward, but deep water will be found 
beyond 100 yards distant in those directions. 

Webber bight is completely exposed to Uorth and N W. winds, which 
roll in a very heavy sea. There are no dangers except close to the 
shore. 

A small settlement is situated round a cove on the east side of the 

head. 

, Anchorage, with shelter from oflf-shore winds, may be had in from 16 
to 10 fathoms, as convenient, but the holding ground is not good. 

Indian cove point, east of the entrance, is composed of several re- 
markable masses of rock ; the northernmost a square block, 76 feet high, 
is bold-to, and forms the west entrance point of Indian cove, an ex- 
posed bight. 

Gull island, a bare rugged rock, is bold-to on the east and south 
sides, but to the northeast and eastward, rocks and shoals extend for 
the distance of 200 yards. 
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Bed rock lies a quarter of a mile from the northeast extreme of Gall 
island. The sea breaks heavily over it in bad weather, and rolls to the 
shore over a shoal with 4J fathoms of water between Gull island and 
Indian cove. 

Upper Caplin cove point, an isolated rugged hillock 91 feet high, is 
the west entrance point of Oaplin cove, the second indentation eastward 
of Indian cove. 

Shoal ground lies N. 33o 45' E., one-fourth of a mile from Keogh 
island, a small bare rock 17 feet high, and breaks heavily in bad 
weather. The cairn on the summit ef Exploits Burnt island, open east 
of Northern head, leads east ; and the cairn on the bare summit of 
Western head, open north of Upper Caplin cove point, leads north of 
this bank. 

Directions. — ^To enter Fortune harbor from the westward, either 
Western head should be rounded close-to, or the south fall of the cliff 
at Upper Caplin cove point be kept open north of Gull island until the 
southern entrance to Fortune harbor is open east of Bellens point, to 
clear Western head rock. The vessel may then round into the channel 
to the entrance of Fortune harbor. Care must be taken, when turning 
round Sweeny island, to shut in the house with the diamond on the door 
at Davis point with the east extreme of Button island, to avoid the rock 
near the west extreme of Sweeny island. 

Mid-channel should be kept between Sweeny and Button islands and 
between Button and Jim Day islands. When the latter is passed, shut 
in the summit of Macarthy island with the west extreme of Jim Day 
island, and steer for the anchorage in from -15 to 10 fathoms, as convenient 
with the church bearing B., or farther up Southeast arm, taking care to 
keep the western points of that arm well open, to avoid Tiger rock. 

To proceed to Northwest arm in a small vessel. Steer in mid-channel 
between Button island and Sims point, keeping the southernmost stage 
on the east shore of Southeast arm open east of Sims point till the islets 
joined to the southwest side of Button island are in line; this will clear 
the rocks off Gillespie point, and when the summit of Sweeny island 
opens off Button island, round to the southward and bring that summit 
in line with the west extreme of the neck joining Button island to the 
mainland ; continue on this mark through the channel between Gillespie 
island and point and anchor in 13 fathoms off the entrance to South, 
west arm, or proceed to the middle of Southwest arm, as convenient. 
A depth of 4^ fathoms only will be fbund in this channel at low water. 

A small vessel may proceed to the head of Northwest arm in depths 
not greater than 3^ fathoms. After rounding Gillespie island, bring the 
east extreme of Big Bound island open of Deepwater point, bearing N. 
66^ 16' W., and keep it so till Robert shoal is passed, when Deepwater 
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point may be steered for and ronnded in 3} fathoms. Keep nearer the 
south shore after passing Deepwater point till the stage on the north 
shore bears W. 56^ 15^ E., when all danger will be passed, and anchorage 
may be taken up in 16 fathoms or less, according to the length of the . 
vessel. 

Bay of Exploits. — ^Northern head faUs in steep cliffs from a round 
bare hill 350 feet high, and is bold-to. 

Waldron cove, southward of Northern head, is threjB-quarters of a 
mile deep, but affords shelter for small vessels only off a small cove on 
the south side surrounded by housea. The only dangers are a rock close 
to the north shore, and a rock with 10 feet of water close on it north of 
Waldron cove point south of the entrance. 

Gull island (North harbor) is southward of Waldron cove and about 
30 yards distant from the shore. It is 91 feet high and presents a barren 
appearance. 

Little North harbor affords anchorage for small vessels near the 
head, in from 8 to 4 fathoms. The south shore should be kept aboard to 
avoid some rocks which extend nearly to mid-channel from the north 
side. North harbor head, a bold bluff, under a square hill 430 feet high, 
forms the south entrance point to this harbor. 

Ship run rock lies in the middle of Ship run, the western channel of 
Bay of Exploits, and often breaks in a heavy sea in such a manner as 
to resemble the surrounding waves. Muddy hole point (a flat projection 
about 1 J miles southward of North harbor head) well open east of that 
head leads east of this danger. ^ No other leading mark which a stranger 
would I'ecognize could be found. 

Exploits Burnt islands contain two small harbors in the channel 
between them. The western island is surmounted by Man-of-war hill, 
a bare summit 553 feet high. 

The west shore has no danger beyond a short distance from it, and is 
indented by two small coves. Surgeon cove, the southern, is almost 
filled with rocks, but Burton cove, north of it, contains shelter for a 
few sQhooners, with easterly winds. Island point, the southwest extreme 
of Exploits Burnt islands, in line with Surgeon cove point, south of that 
cove, leads west of the rocks in Surgeon cove. West Gull island, the 
northwest extreme, is a round bare rock 52 feet high. 

Exploits Burnt islands harbors consist of Upper harbor, the 
southern, and Lower harbor, the northern, connected by a passage 20 
yards wide, with a depth of 6 feet at low water. Grebe head, the 
southeast entrance point, is a good mark of recognition, being sur- 
mounted by a conical wooded hill 233 foet high, falling in steep cliffs to 
the southward. 
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Bishop rock, with 4 feet of water on it^ lies 200 yards southward of 
Grebe head, and a shoal, with 3 fathoms over it, 340 yards southward 
of Bishop rock. The Episcopal church, well open west of Grebe head, 
bearing N. 30^ 56' W., leads west, and Black island, completely open 
south of Tailor Nose island, leads south of these islands. 

tTpper harbor affords secure anchorage for small vessels. A bar, on 
which are rocks with 6 and 7 feet of water over them, extends from the 
east shore at 300 yards within the entrance, leaving a narrow passage 
only between its west extreme and the shoal water in Butt cove, the 
southernmost indentation on the west shore. 

This channel should not be attempted without local knowledge, and 
strangers should therefore anchor in the entrance, which is free from 
danger, in from 7 to 9 fathoms. 

Lower harbor affords shelter for smull vessels, in summer only, in 
12 fathoms or less. The entrance is encumbered with rocks and should 

not be attempted for the first time without a pilot. 

* 

Mad Moll rocks extend from Mad Moll head, the bluff west entrance 
point, northeastward for 350 yards. 

■ 

The Lookout, a rugged hill 150 feet high, slopes to the east entrance 
point. 
There is a large settlement round Exploits Burnt island harbors. 

Supplies.— Small supplies may be procured here, and water gen- 
erally from Butt cove. 

Tides. — It is high water, full and change, in Exploits Burnt islands 
harbors at 7h. 17m. Springs rise 4J feet, neaps rise 2^ feet, and neaps 
range IJ feet. 

Nanny hole rock lies about 225 yards northwestward of Kanny hole 
head, a precipitous bluff under a bare round hill 340 feet high, two- 
thirds of a mile northeastward of Lower harbor. The north extreme 
of Black island open north of High OuU island leads north } and the 
west extreme of Gull rocks well open west of the point under the Look- 
out leads west of this danger. 

High Gull island falls in light-gray cliffs from a flat summit, 122 
feet high, and is situated northwestward of Gull island bight, a rugged 
bay, with a few houses round*a cove in the southwest part. 

Two rocks are situated northwestward of High Gull island, the 
northern, with 3 feet of water over it, being 200 yards distant. 

Several islands lie off the east shore of Exploits Burnt islands. The 
southernmost is. named Tailor nose island, from a remarkable rock at 
the northeast extreme, and is 120 feet high. 
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Tom 'Wail harbor, in the middle of that shore, cod tains anchorage 
for small craft, bat the entrance is encumbered with rocks. 

Duck islands are a wooded group, separated by a clear channel, 
400 yards wide, from the south side of the western of Exploits Burnt 
islands. 

At the west extreme they inclose a bay wherein temporary anchorage 
may be obtained in 19 fkthoms, but the holding ground is not very 
good. There is only one passage between the islands, that next east 
of the westernmost, where a depth of 4 fathoms will be found in mid- 
channel. 

Long rocks is a cluster of rocks, lying nearly 3 miles from the 
south extreme of Duck islands. Sunken rocks extend westward and 
northward, nearly half a mile from the highest rock. The northern 
part of these only has been surveyed. 

Mattheixr Lane island is lighter in color than any of the neighbor- 
ing islands, the trees on it having been burnt. A small boat harbor, 
containing several rocks, and sheltered by a small islet, indents* the 
south shore, while farther south are two small islands and a bare rock. 
The passages are clear between these islands, but there is a rock with 
12 feet of water on it, close south of the western islet, which is covered 
with grass ; and a rock which uncovers at low water lies close to the 
northeast extreme of the eastern islet, which is wooded. 

A group of islands lies in Sloop run, the passage between Exploits 
Burnt island and Black island ; the most conspicuous, named Hare 
island, is surmounted by a round wooded hill. 

Sculpin rock uncovers 2 feet at low water, and lies 140 yards north- 
eastward of Sculpin island, a small dark basaltic island 45 feet high, 
at the northwest extreme of the group. 

Hare rock, with 7 feet of water on it, lies 225 yards eastward of Hare 
island. 

Black rock, the southeastemmost of the group, is a small bare islet, 
12 feet high. A reef which covers at high water lies S. 78^ 45' W., 140 
yards from Black rock. 

These are the only dangers included in this group of islands. 

Black island presents generally a flat appearance. Hell-grapple 
head, the northwest extreme, is a remarkable isolated hillock, 247 feet 
high, falling in basaltic cliffs to the sea. 

The west shore embraces two coves, separated by a projection sur- 
mounted by a conspicuous wedge-shaped hill 117 feet high. Sealing 
cove, the northern, has no danger in it, and contains anchorage for 
small vessels in from 12 to 4} Mhoms, with easterly winds. Parsons cove, 
the southern, is fit for boats only. 
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island, 27 feet high, lies westward of the promontory divid- 
ing these coves; and a rock with 16 feet of water over it lies close 
southwest of it. There are a few houses round these coves. 

Kiar cove, at the east extreme of Black island, is narrow and nearly 
filled with rocks. Tom cod rock, with 17 feet of water on it, lies 140 yards 
northeasterly from Black rock, the eastern islet in the cove. Killick 
Stone island open east of Storehouse islands leads north of this rock. 

Storehouse islands, two bare gray rocks, are situated 200 yards 
eastward of Black island. A sunken rock lies close to the west extreme, 
and a rock with 8 feet of water on it lies a short distance southward of 
the south extreme. 

Black island tickle, the passage between Black and Little Black 
islands is narrow and contains numerous rocks. It can only be used by 
small fiishing vessels entering from the eastward, on either side of a 
group of rocks which cover at'high water. 



Little Black island is surmounted near the tost extreme by a fiat 
wooded hill, 248 feet high. Southern harbor, a shallow exposed cove, 
is situated on the south side of this island. In the entrance to this har- 
bor and 200 yards northeastward of a small black islet, 20 feet high, is 
a rock with 15 feet of water on it. 

Dram rock, with two peaks 33 feet high, lies northeastward of Little 
Black island, and is connected by a bank with less than 10 fathoms of 
water over it. 

Sunker rock, with 1 foot of water over it, lies northwestward from 
Dram rock. Storehouse islands, completely open east of Black island, 
leads east of this rock. 

Duck islands (Black island) lie southward of Little Black island, and 
are separated by a channel 100 yards wide, with a depth of 5 fathoms. 
The only danger is a rock, which uncovers, close to the shore of Little 
Black island. 

Sansom Duck islands consist of two islets covered with grass, and 
several rocks, situated at the northwest extreme of Sansom islands and 
two-thirds of a mile southward of Duck islands (Black island). 

Several rocks which uncover, and other dangers, are situated in the 
channel north of them ; the northernmost, with 10 feet of water over it, 
being half a mile distant, and the easternmost. Whale back, being a third 
of a mile distant, respectively, from Sansom Duck islands. 



New World island. — ^Cottel Storehouse islands, two black rocks 
covered with grass, and 50 feet high, are situated near the northwest 
extreme of Gottel island, and form the west entrance point of Puzzle 
harbor, a large bay containing numerous islands and rocks. 
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Puzzle harbor rocks, westward of Pazzle harbor head, are a small 
group, the easternmost and highest being 21 feet high. 

West rock, is nearly half a mile distant from the westernmost of 
Puzzle harbor rocks, 

« 

p. 307. Chance harbor rock uncovers 1^ feet at low water, and is situated 
south, a quarter of a mile from Chance harbor poiqt Green island, 
completely open west of Chance harbor head, leads west of this danger. 

Puzzle harbor head, a round wooded hill 150 feet high, the north 
entrance point to Puzzle harbor, is separated by a conspicuous marsh 
from the higher ranges inland. 

Chance harbor is entered through a passage 200 yards broad, and 
extends 1 ^ miles in an easterly direction, but is navigable for large ves- 
sels for half that distance only, a bar preventing further passage to 
all but small craft. The harbor dries for half a mile from the head. 

Large vessels should anchor immediately within the entrance, in 21 
fathoms, but small craft may proceed to anchorage in from 19 to 5 
fathoms, as convenient. 

■ 

Little Chance harbor is suitable for small vessels only. A rock 
with 5 feet of water on it lies 140 yards northwestward of the east 
entrance point, and a rock with 8 feet of water over it lies 55 yards 
from the bluff point on the north shore, leaving a passage only 150 
yards wide between the rocks. A deep valley to the westward of the 
apparent highest hill on Cottel island, in line with the summit of the 
easternmost of Puzzle harbor rocks, bearing S. 11^ 15' E., leads through 
this passage to the anchorage in ^ fathoms. 

The head of this harbor is shallow as far south as the small islet on 
the west shore. Water may be obtained from a small stream on the 
east shore. 

Tides. — It is high water, full and change, in Little Chance harbor at 
7h. 13m. Springs rise 4f feet 

Chance harbor pqint» the southwest extreme of Chance harbor 
head, is surmounted by conspicuous conical hills, the highest of whiph 
is wooded and 263 feet high. 

Green island has a round wooded summit, while the northern slope 
is grassy. Bocks lie 100 yards distant from the northeast shore and 
150 yards from the southeast extreme. Chance harbor islet, a bare 
rock 15 feet high, is separated by a foul channel from the southeast 
point of Green island. A rocky spit extends 140 yards southward from 
it, leaving a clear channel 200 yards wide between it and Chance harbor 
head. 
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Killick stone island is a conspicuous round black rock 53 feet high, 
with a little grass at the summit. Shoal water extends a short distance 
eastward from the small black rock at the northwest extreme, and a 
rock with 7 feet of water over it lies close southeast of the south extreme. 

Western head cove, with a few houses round it, is situated south- 
eastward of Big Gull island. 

A rock with 14 feet of water on it lies 200 yards southwestward of 
the north entrance point of this cove, but may be avoided by keeping 
nearer Big Gull island than the east shore when passing through the 
channel between them. 



Gull island is covered with grass, and falls in black cliffs to the 
northward and eastward. The summit is near the southwest extreme, 
close to which are several small islets. 

Little Gull island, southwestward of Big Gull island, is about 60 
feet high, and is formed of dark rock nearly split by deep clefts extend- 
ing from the summit. 

Hussey rock, 10 feet high, lies 300 yards northeastward of Big Gull 
island. 

Western head of New World island falls steeply to the sea from a 
bare mound 100 feet high. Baldney rock, 11 feet high, lies close east 
of the head. 

Fearce harbor is a third of a mile deep, and contains anchorage for 
fishing vessels in 3J fathoms with shelter from all but northeast winds. 

Pearce harbor point, west of the entrance, is a bare flat rock 7 feet 
high ; and an islet 9 feet high is situated in the middle of the entrance. 
Shoal water joins these islets, and rocks extend to the westward of the 
islet in the middle, but the harbor may be entered by keeping close to 
the east shore, which is boldto. 

The sea breaks across the entrance with strong northeast winds. A 
few families reside near the head, and water may be procured from a 
small cascade east of the harbor. 

Morton harbor head, a bare projection, 177 feet high, falls in steep 
cliffs on all sides, and terminates in a small rock 4 feet high. 

Morton harbor rocks extend 225 yards northward from Morton 
harbor head, the outer rock having 3 feet of water over it. 

Morton harbor is entered southward of Morton harbor head, be- 
tween Neal islet, a small rock 7 feet high on the north side, and a pen- 
insula 175 feet* high, surmounted by a tuft of trees, to the southeast- 
ward. The west side of the entrance is bordered by sunken rocks. 
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Cross cove, west of Morton harbor, contains anchorage for small 
vessels only, in 4 fathoms, mud, and should be entered by keeping close 
to the south shore to avoid a shoal, with 12 feet of water over it, lying 
in the middle of the entrance. 

The south part of Morton harbor is divided into two coves by a hil- 
lock 100 feet high, off the extreme of which is a rock with 5 feet of 
water on it. 

The western cove is encumbered by rocks with 3 and 4 feet of water 
«Ver them, and should not be entered by a stranger. The south en- 
trance point of Cross cove, open of the point next southeast, leads 
northeast of these rocks. 

Several rocks which uncover at low water, are situated on the north 
side of the eastern cove, and shoal water extends 100 yards from the 
beach at the head. A considerable settlement surrounds this harbor, 
whence small supplies may be obtained, and water from the head of the 
western cove. 

Little harbor, a small boat cove, is situated south of the peninsula, 
on the southeast side of the entrance. 

Mad Moll rocky with 7 feet of water on it, lies on the east side of 
the approach to Morton harbor. 

Wild bight heady the east entrance point, falls in rugged cliffs from 
an almost flat headland 260 feet high. A rock with 5 feet of water on 
it, lies close to the west extreme, and Baker rock, 4 feet high, is the 
easternmost of several small islets at the east extreme. 

Directions. — Approaching Morton harbor from the westward, and to 
clear Morton harbor rocks. Cuckold rock must be kept well open north 
of Wild bight head until the Wesleyan church is well open east of Mor- 
ton harbor head, bearing S. 3^ 16' W.j or from the eastward, and to 
clear the rock off Wild bight head and Mad Moll rock, the northern- 
most stage in the western cove of Morton harbor must be brought well 
open of Little harbor head, bearing S. 22^ 30' W. The entrance may 
then be steered for, and the east shore kept aboard, remembering that 
West Shag rock (Toulinguet island), well open east of Neal islet, will 
lead close east of the rocks on the north shore. Bound into the harbor 
in mid-channel, and anchor in the center in 7^ fathoms, or in small 
vessels proceed nearer the head of the southern cove and anchor in 5J 
fathoms; mud. 

Tides. — It is high water, full and change, in Morton harbor at 7h, 13m. 
Springs rise about 6 feet. 

Wild bight, south of Wild bight head, is free from danger, and con- 
tains anchorage in from 15 to 11 fathoms near the head, but there 
is no shelter from northeast winds, which send in a heavy sea. A water- 
fall is conspicuous after rain. 
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Berry island, 170 feet high^ forms the north entrance point of Web- 
ber bight, an exposed bay east of Wild bight, the Sihores of which are 
foul for the distance of 200 yards. A small islet lies close to the west 
extreme, and. a wedge-shaped grassy projection 45 feet high, extends 
from the north extreme. * 

Cuckold rock, a rugged islet 14 feet high, is the extreme of rocks 
extending 400 yards northeastward from Berry island, and has deep 
water close northward and eastward. A lower rock lies close south of it. 

Toad Asses, three conspicuous masses of rock, the highest 63 feet 
above high water, extend northeastward from an isolated wooded head- 
land 180 feet high, which is connected by a low neck of land, with sev- 
eral houses on it, to Tizard harbor head, a similar headland 194 feet 
high, south of it. 

Tizard harbor, southwest of this headland, is only 200 yards deep, 
and is entered south of an island 35 feet high, with several houses on 
it, which is joined to the north shore by reefs. The shore is foul for a 
few yards, and a rock whiph uncovers 2 feet lies close to the south side 
of the channel, but small schooners may find anchorage in 6 fathoms 
A considerable settlement surrounds the harbor. 

Muddy cove point is the extreme of a wooded promontory, 150 feet 
high, extending southward from Tizard harbor, and sheltering Muddy 
cove, a shoal cove with a rock, which covers at high water, in the entrance. 
A rock which uncovers 2 feet at low water, lies close to the southeast 
extreme of Muddy cove point. 

East Chance harbor may be distinguished by a conical hill with 
two summits, 360 feet above high water, and by Chance harb6r island, 
a round, wooded hillock, 150 feet high, and 140 yards distant from the 
north entrance point. There is no passage for vessels north of this 
island. 

Shallow water extends 400 yards from the head of the harbor, jthe 
eastern limit being marked by a rock which covers only at high- water 
springs, and is close to the south shore. A rock with 5 feet of water on 
it lies midway between this rock and the north shore. 

Anchorage for small vessels may be obtained in from 19 to 10 fathoms, 
as convenient, but it is exposed to SE. winds. 

Carter cove, westward of Carter island, a small wooded islet 45 feet 
high, oft* the eSst entrance point, afibrds shelter from oft'-shore winds 
in 11 fathoms. 

A rock which uncovers one foot at low water lies in the middle of Carter 

* 

cove; several rocks which cover lie near the west shore, and a shoal with 
12 feet of water on it, is situated 100 yards northward of Carter island. 
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The Deadxnan, a dark, peaked rock, 21 feet bigb, is the extreme of 
a promontory 280 feet high, forming the west side of Virgin arm, and 
the east shore of a bight eastward of Carter cove, from the shores of 
which shoal water extends to a distance q^ 200 yards. • 

Shoal rock is a dangerous bank northwestward of the Deadman. 
Tizard harbor head open west of Tramp islands leads west. Captain 
Pearce rock in line with the Wesleyan church and the head of Muddy 
cove, bearing, N. 28^ 7' W., leads east; Crow head island entirely 
open north of the islet at the northeast extreme of Tilt cove island 
leads north ; and the grassy islet west of the entrance to Squid cove 
shut in with that islet, bearing X. 64° 42' E., leads south of this shoal. 

Virgin arm, a narrow inlet, IJ miles long, affords anchorage in 17 
fathoms or less water, as convenient. A small islet 10 feet high, close 
eastward of a beach of shingle, marks the west entrance point. 

At a quarter of a mile from the entrance is a rock which uncovers 3 feet 
at low water; it lies 100 yards distant from the west shore; also, at 
four-fifths of a mile from the entrance is a rock covered by 1 foot of 
water ; it lies 100 yards distant from the eai^ shore. These are the only 
dangers. 

Vessels should enter by keeping near the east shore till the first- 
named rock is passed, and anchor in the widest part of the arm, in 17 
fathoms, but small craft may proceed to the head by keeping nearer the 
west than the east shore till the second rock is passed. 

Tilt cove island, composed of three hillocks 95 feet high, is joined 
to the mainland southward of it at low water. A square islet 15 feet 
high, is joined to the northeast extreme, and a rock with 3 feet of water 
on it lies close west of the islet. 

Tilt cove is entered east of this island, through a channel 70 yards 
wide, between a small islet on the west side and rocks extending from 
the east shore. An islet 5 feet high is situated in the middle of the cove. 

•Anchorage may be obtained in Tilt cove by small vessels in 6 fathoms. 

Squid cove is sheltered by Crow head island, and affords excellent 
anchorage in from 12 to 6 fathoms. Crow head island may be recognized 
by Crow head, a conspicuous wooded bluff 106 feet high, over the 
west extreme. Two small islands lie east of Crow head island, the 
eastern being a bare rock 20 feet high. A round grassy islet €0 feet 
high, with a rock close to the northeast extreme, lies in the middle of 
the western approach of Squid cove; a similar islet is situated 550 yards 
northeastward of it; and a bare islet 17 feet high lies close to the west 
entrance point to Squid cove. . 

A rock which covers at high water lies a short distance northward of the 
eastern grassy islet; and a shoal with 15 feet of water over it is situated 
100 yards northeastward of the west entrance point to Squid cove. 
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Sugar loaf, a square rock about 40 feet bigh, marks the east entrance 
point of Saltons cove, a shallow bight, sheltered by a wooded island 
aboat 150 feet high, joined to the mainland at low water. Biding island, 
a bare rock 8 feet high, is joined to the east extreme of the wooded 
island. 

Directions. — The best entrance to Squid cove is between Sugar loaf 
and the islets east of Grow head island, mid-channel to the anchorage 
. being free from danger. The best position is with the gvassy islets in 
line, and the south extreme of Black island just shut in with the east- 
ernmost island of Crow head island. 

Small vessels may enter from the westward on either side of the west- 
ern grassy islet, and then close south of the eastern islet, remembering 
that the shoal with 15 feet of water o;> it is only 100 3^ards southward of 
its south extreme. 

Tides. — It is high water, full and change, in Squid cove at fh. 15m. 
Springs rise 5 feet, neaps rise 2J feet, and neaps range IJ feet. 

Trump islands are a group of two large and several small islets on 
the west side of Friday bay. These islands are separated by Trump 
island tickle, a channel tilled with islets and rocks. Those at the west- 
ern entrance do not extend beyond the line of the coast, but on the east 
side dangerous rocks extend 250 yards from th6 shore. The south ex- 
treme of Matthews island, well open east of Mouse rock, leads east of 
these dangers. 

Captain Pearce rock, a square islet 17 feet high, lies off the south- 
west side of the northern island. Sunken rocks extend southward 600 
yards distant, and a rock awash at high-water lies southeast, 225 yards 
distant from Captain Pearce rock. Large vessels should pass westward 
of these rocks by keeping Tizard harbor head shut in with Muddy hole 
point, but small craft may pass between them and Trump islands by 
steering about 150 yards distant from the fatter. 

G-ooseberry island, the southeasternmost of the group, is a grassy 
cone 58 feet high. A shoal extends a short distance from the west ex- 
treme. 

Fools harbor, at the southeast extreme of Trump islands, is shel- 
tered on the north side of Fools harbor islands, a chain of three joined 
together and to the southern large island at low water, and on the south 
side by an island 127 feet high, and rarely disconnected from the larger 
island. A* rock which uncovers 1 foot lies close to the south shore. 

The northeasternmost of Fools harbor islands is 80 feet high, and is 
wooded at the summit, but bare at the north extreme. A rock which 
covers at high water lies close to its southwest extreme, and a shoal 
extends 200 yards southward from it. • 
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Small vessels may enter Fools harboF and anchor in the middle, in 8 
fathoms. 

South Berry island is formed of two mounds, the northeastern 
wooded and 85 feet high, while the southwestern is bare. A rock awash 
at high water lies close to the west shore of the channel between this 
island and the larger Trump island, and a small islet lies a short distance 
southward from South Berry island. 

Mouse rock, a dark peaked islet, 17 feet high, is i^ituated a third of 
a mile northeastward of North Trump island. Two rocks awash at low 
water lie in the channel between them. Christopher island, open north 
of Mouse rock, leads north of these rocks. 

Mouse island, 800 yards northwestward of Mouse rock, is flat at 
the summit, covered with scrub,.and falls steeply in all directions. A 
rocky bank, with 7 feet of water over it, lies in the channel between 
Mous^sland and Mouse rock. The south extreme of Matthews island, 
well open east of Mouse island, leads east; and well open west, leads 
west; and the south extreme of Duck island, shut in with Mouse rock, 
leads south of this bank. 

MattheiT^s island is separated by a clear channel half a mile wide 
from Mouse island, and consists of three rocky hillocks connected by 
low necks of land. The highest, at the east extreme, is 78 feet high and 
falls steeply seaiward. Low rocks extend from the southwest shore, 
but the water deepens rapidly round the island. 

p. 311. Toulinguet harbor — Directions. — ^The red light exhibited at the end 
of the pier on the western shore kept bearing south leads up the haborr. 

p. 316. South Toulinguet island is surmounted by White hills, the highest 
of which is a conspicuous round summit 311 feet high, situated near the 
middle of the west shore. This island is much diversified in feature, the 
land to the northward alternating in hill and valley, while to the south- 
ward the hills fall steeply to the east shore, and a low flat with numer- 
ous lakes extends thence to the southwest coast. 

White ground, with 7 feet of water on it, lies north, 100 yards dis- 
tant from Ragged point. 

Rodney rock, with 3 feet of water on it, lies southward of Bagged 
point and nearly in the middle of Eodney cove, a small bight wherein 
fishing craft may find shelter from off'-shore winds in from 4 to 7 fathoms. 

Blufif head cove lies southward of Eodney cove, and contains anchor- 
age for small craft, in^from 4 to 6 fathoms, eastward of a small islet 12 
feet high, lying in the entrance. The best passage is north of the island, 
as foul ground extends westward from the south entrance point to the 
cove. Blufif head, a conspicuous sharp peak 200 feet high, falls in cliffs 
to the coast southward of the cove. 
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The coast southward of Bluff head comprises several coves, wherein 
anchorage tiiay be obtained by small craft aided by local knowledge, with 
shelter from off-shore winds. Small islets lie oft* the entrance points. 

Christopher rocks, which cover at high water, and other dangers, 
extend 400 yards northwestward from' Christopher island, a small dark 
islet about 35 feet high. 

A sunken rock lies close-to, and a shoal lies 200 yards S. 45^ W. of 
Moses point. 

Kiddle cove, a shallow boat harbor, marked by a conspicuous house 
painted white, lies 1,200 yards eastward of Moses point; an island about 
30 feet high marks the entrance. 

Duck island is the north western most of three islands joined by a 
shoal bank with numerous rocks on it. It is about 60 feet high, and the 
trees on* it have been partly burnt. Pigeon island, next east, is about 
40 feet high. A reef extends 150 yards southward of Duck island, and 
shoals extend the same distance eastward, the extreme being marked by 
Black rock, a pinnacle 9 feet above high water. 

Black island, the southernmost of these islands, is surmounted by a 
bare hill near the west extreme, falling steeply in that direction, but 
gradually to the eastward. A bare hill 1 35 feet high rises from the north- 
east extreme of Black island, falling to a low isthmus at the head of 
Black island harbor. This harbor, situated near the northeast extreme 
of Black island, is available for large fishing boats. 

A rock, with 10 feet of water over it, bears S. 58^ 15' E., 200 yards 
distant from the south extreme of Black island; rocks which uncover 
at low water lie S. 45^ W. of the square rock point, and a rock with 4 
feet of water on it lies K 2^ 48' W., 200 yards distant from the north- 
east extreme of Black island. 

Middle ground, to the westward of Black island, is a dangerous rock, 
with 4 feet of water on it. Back harbor head, open west of Bluff head, 
leads west of* this danger. 

Main tickle, the passage between South island and New World island 
is much frequented bj' fishing vessels when the wind is foul, to avoid 
the heavy sea off the north extremes of Toulinguet islands. It is a 
quarter of a mile wide at the narrowest part, between Vincent point 
and Indian cove head, which form the south entrance. 

Vincent point falls steeply to the sea from a grassy mound 54 feet high. 
The west shore of Main tickle is boi dered by rocks which cover. Purcell 
harbor is situated on this shore, and contains alarge village; the eastern- 
most house on the north shore being a large dwelling, under the slope of 
a hill surmounted byafiag-staff. 
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Two rocks lie in the middle of the entrance, and a reef extends nearly 
across the harbor from the large house, but there is a passage for vessels, 
aided by local knowledge, close to the north or south shore till the rocks 
in the middle are passed, and then close to the south shore to avoid the 
reef. ^ 

Lowland rock, with 6 feet of water on it, lies 250 yards from the west 
shore of Main tickle, at half a mile northward of the islets at the entrance 
to Purcell harbor. 

Main tickle island lies in the middle of the north entrance to the 
tickle, with a clear passage on both sides. It is 92 feet high, covered with 
grass, and colored on the south side by black bands in the gray rock. 

Main tickle cove is a shallow bight southward of Main tickle point, 
a steep cliff 40 feet high, on the north side of which are some peaked rocks. 

Little harbor or Big headman isolated mound, 153 feet high, lies west- 
ward of Main tickle point on the west side of Meshach cove, a rugged 
bight, in the entrance of which is a rock with 5 feet of water on it. 

Gull island, a small rock, 29 feet high, lies close northwestward of this 
head. Little harbor bight is an exposed bay west of Little harbor head. 
The shores are foul, and on the northwest side are Burns focks, which 
uncover 2 feet at low water and are 200 yards distant from the shore. 
The eastern of Clam rocks open south of Gunning head leads east of 
these rocks. 

Little harbor, at the head of the bight, is available only for small 
schooners, aided by local knowledge, and in fine weather. Two rocks 
lie in the middle of the entrance, and the best passage is between them, 
but there is also a channel close to the north entrance point into the 
harbor. 

« 

G-unning head, the no^'th entrance point to Little harbor bight, falls 
in steep cliffs, colored with black banks in red and gray rock, from a bare 
hill 173 feet high. Cofljack tooth, a conspicuous stone column 130 feet 
high, stands close northeast of the same name northward of Gunning 
head. The coast to the northward is extremely rugged, and comprises 
several coves, the deepest, named Spillers cove, being situated south- 
westward from Spillers head, and containing several rugged islets. 

Clam rocks consist of a square black islet, 25 feet high, and a flat 
yellow rock, 12 feet high, eastward from it. A rock with 13 feet of water 
on it lies close west of the western islet, and a shoal extends a short dis- 
tance southwestward from the yellow rock. 

Outer shoal ground, with 4 fathoms of water over it, bears N. 16^ 52' 
B., 350 yards distant from Clam rocks, and breaks with a moderate east- 
erly sea. 
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Byrne and Little Byrne coves are aituated three-quarters of a mile 
westward of the western entrance to Main tickle. Byrne cove rocks lie 
off the entrance, the southernmost, which uncovers 5 feet at low water, 
being situated 400 yards westward of the south entrance point to Byrne 
cove. The other rocks are respectively 7 and 10 feet high, and are con- 
nected together and to the north entrance point of Little Byrne cove by 
a shoal bank, on which are several rocks. 

The entrance to the coves is southward of the islet, 7 feet high, or close 
to the south entrance point to Byrne cove. The heads of both the coves 
are foul, but anchorage may be had in the entrance in from 10 to 8 
fathoms. There are but few houses round these coves. 



cove is divided from Little Byrne cove by a promontory, on 
which are two conspicuous cones, 250 and 260 feet high. There is no 
danger in the cove, but shoal water extends 300 yards from the head. 

Anchorage maybe taken up as convenient, in depths from 19 fathoms 
at the entrance to 3 fathoms at half a mile within. 

Indian cove head, the east entrance point to Main tickle, slopes 
steeply from a wooded hill 150 feet high. 

A bank with 4 fathoms of water over it lies S. 56<^ 15' W., 475 yards 
from the north entrance point to Indian cove. 

Lobster harbor is a shallow inlet at the southeastern part of a small 
bight, and is fit for boats only. The shores of this bight should not be 
approached nearer than 200 yards, to avoid rocks lying off the points. 

Anchorage may be obtained in from 12 to 8 fathoms in the bight, and 
water may be procured from a small stream on the south side of the 
harbor. 

Lobster harbor rock, with 4 fathoms of water over it, is situated S. 
810 34' W. 400 yards from the isolated hillock, 60 -feet high,' farming the 
west side of Lobster harbor. 

Gull island (Lobster harbor), a bare gray rock, 22 feet high, lies close 
northward of Lobster harbor bead, a round wooded hill, 105 feet high. 

A lower islet and some rocks lie southward and eastward of this islet, 
in the entrance to Miles harbor, a shallow boat cove. 

A rock, with 9 feet of water on it, bears N. 22° 30' E., 275 yards dis- 
tant from Gull island (Lobster harbor). 

Tobacco islands, a group of four rocky islets, are separated by a 
boat channel from the mainland southeastward of Main tickle island. 
The highest, at the north extreme, is 50 feet above high water. A 
rock with 6 feet of water on it lies a short distance southwest of the 
highest island. 
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harbor, northeastward of Tobacco island, is sheltered by 
Powell and Gull islands, and comprises two arms extending southward 
and eastward from the entrance. The bight west of the harbor, be- 
tween Tobacco and Powell islands, contains several rocks. 

Powell island is 133 feet high, and falls steeply to the northward 
from a bluff surmounted by a tuft of trees and 120 feet above high water. 

Two rocks, which uncover at low water, lie close to the northeast 
extreme, and from them a bank, with several rocks on it, extends to the 
east shore. 

Gull island (Merit harbor) is formed by two hills joined by a beach 
of shingle, on which are peaked rocks. The highest hill is round, 
wooded, and 132 feet high, while the other is a long ridge about 100 
feet high. 

The passage between Gull island and the mainland is fit for boats 
only, and a rock which covers at high water lies close east of this channel. 

Local knowledge is necessary to enter the southern arm of Merit 
harbor, which is done by keeping close eastward of the rocks at the 
northeast extreme of Powell island; but small vessels may enter the 
eastern arm by keeping close south of Gull island, and obtain anchor- 
age in 5J fathoms near the head. A few houses are built round the 
harbor. 

G-uU rock, 8 feet high, and surrounded by shoal water, is a brown 
islet one-third of a mile westward of Powell island. There is no 
danger beyond 200 yards distant from this rock. 

Western rocks, two bare yellow islets, the northern and higher 23 
feet above high water, are separated by a clear channel 200 yards wide 
from the west extreme of Gull island (Merit harbor). 

p. 399 Conception bay is considered the headquarters of the northern fish- 
to 40S. ing fleet for obtaining ice, bait, and supplies. 

Mosquito cove — Harbor Grace. — Where small quantities of coal 
can be obtained. Spanish bay. Bay Roberts, Brigus bay, Salmon cove 
and Portugal cove are easily and economically reached by rail, 
from St. John's. 

p. 409. St John's dues.— Vessels from 60 to 400 tons pay $2.00. to $0.00 
per ton, according to size. More than 400 tons, $6.00— vessels-of- war, 
coasting, trading, and fishing vessels excepted. No greater sum than 
$121.50 shall be collected from any one vessel in a year. With the 
preceding exceptions the light dues are 24 cents per ton for all vessels 
entering any port of the colony. Vessels plying between Europe and 
America and making this a port of call are not required to pay any 
dues or charges except for pilots. 
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Supplies. — The coal supply generally on hand is about 12^000 tons, 
consisting of Cape Breton, Cardiff steaming, and American anthracite. 
Cape Breton costs $4.50, and others $7 to $8.50 per ton, delivered along- 
side. About 200 tons, per working day, can be put aboard from lighters. 
The native coals emit much soot and smoke, and care must be taken 
that they are not mixed* in with the others. Provisions cost 15 to 20 
per cent, more than they do* in New York. Wines and brandies are 
good and reasonable in price. 

Dry-dock. — The Simpson dry-dock, completed 1884, is the largest 
graving dock in America. Dimensions: 

Length over all 600 feet. 

Length on blocks 558 feet. 

Width on top 132.4 feet. 

Width at entrance 85 feet. 

Depth at sill 25 feet,. 

It is located at Eiverh^ad harbor, where the water is very smooth. 

Mails. — The New York, Newfoundland and Halifax S. S. Co. have * 
three steamers a month from New York, and the Boston, Halifax and 
Prince Edwards S. S. Co., carrying mails for Newfoundland, have three 
steamers a month from Boston to Halifax. In summer a small steamer 
runs between St. John's and the different harbors in Conception bay. 

Hospitals. — There are three hospitals. The two largest were con- 
structed by the British government. The buildings are Inrge, in good 
order, and well fitted with about 60 beds in the two. It costs for a patient 
in either of these two hospitals about 20 cents a day. The old city hos- 
pital at the eastern end of the town, and containing formerly 50 beds, 
is now used only for contagious diseases. It has the appearance of not 
having been used for some time. The diseases peculiar to St. John's 
are pulmonary, induced by incessant exposure while fishing. There is 
much poverty and but little education among the people.
